YATES LEAVES THEM. 


OMAHA BANKER DESERTS DEMOO- 
RAOY FOR-REPOBLIOANISM. 


Leading Financier of Northwest Announces 
at Bankers’ Clab Dinner His Intention to 
Cast a Straight Ballot for the Good Old 
Party in November=—Gives His Reasons 
for Quitting the Sinking Ship—Speeches 
by Controller Eckels and President Sim- 
mons New Tork. 

The Bankers’ club held its annual election 
of officers yesterday afternoon, after which 
the meinbers and invited guests sat down to a 
banquet at Kinsley’s. The guests of honor 
were Controller of the Currency James H. 
Eckels and J. Edward Simmons, President 
of the Fourth National Bank of New 
York. The table was arranged in horseshoe 
design and decorated with chrysanthemums 
and roses. Melville E. Stone, the retiring 
President, was toastmaster, and on his right 
was seated Controller Eckels, while Mr. 
Simmons sat on his left. 

The surprise of the evening was the speech 
of Henry W. Yates, President of the Ne- 
braska National Bank of Omaha, who in 
the course of his * remarks an- 
nounced that though he had been 
a Democrat and had voted the 
Democratic ticket for thirty years he pro- 
posed at the coming election to cast his vote 
for the Republican party. A thunderbolt 
could not have produced a more electrify- 
ing effect than Mr. Yates’ declaration. 
The diners applauded, nearly all of them. 
Those who were ardent Democrats did not. 
Controller Eckels looked astonished. Banker 
Yates seemed to enjoy his discomfiture as 
much as the applause which greeted his 
speech.

Continuing. Mr. Yates expressed himself as 
favoring the maintainance of a gold standard. 
The free circulation of capital was to the 
body politic what the free circulation’ of 
blood was to the human body, and without it 
neither could exist. 

Only by the maintenanceof the gold stand- 
ard, he thought, could thejeountry prospér. He 
spoke of the American Bankers’ convention at 
Baltimore and thought that all of them did 
not indorse the plan. They may have indorsed 
its underlying principles. He said there were 
over one billion of bank notes in circulation, 
against a coin reserve so, small that a banker 
with no larger surplus on hand would have 
to shut up shop. It became a question 
whether those present as bankers 
could indorse the Baltimore plan. 
Either the government must go out of the 
banking business and call in its paper issues 
or the banks must be careful against the is- 
suing of more fiat money.

Four or Five Passengers and Several Train- 
men of the. Missouri Pacific Wounded 
in a Rattle Near Wagoner, I. T.—Ban- 
dits Stop the Train by Placiog an Empry 
Car on the Track=Little Money Be- 
lieved to Have Been Secured=Details 
Meager. 

Parsons, Kas., Oct, 20. [Special. Blood 
was shed by a desperate gang of train robbers 
tonight. 

An empty car was placed on the main track 
of the Kansas and Arcansas Valley branch of 
the Missouri Pacific railroad at Coretta Sid- 
ing, seven miles east of Wagoner, I. T. Pas- 
senger train No. 232 struck the obstruction at 
10 o’clock this evening. The robbers, who 
were masked and numbered four or five, im- 
mediately commenced a terrible fusillade.

The real 
jam did not occur till a little before 8 o’clock, 
when it was learned the armory was full to 
its capacity of interested Republicans, Then 
crowd moved north toward th. old armory 
building near Fourteenth street. But as fast 
as the crowd moved away it was replenished 
from every direction, and Michigan avenue 
was well-nigh impassable for any one unless 
he wore a badge or some other emblem of 
political faith. 

As early as 6 o’clock in the evening men 
who were determined upon getting into the 
armory to see and hear the Freut speaker 
from Maine began 2 at the huge 
iron portal of the armory in ichigan ave- 
nue. AtGo'clock there were a dozen men in 
line at the door and at 6:30 o’ciock there 
were 150. At 7 o’clock the crowd obstructed 


the sidewalk, and by 7:30 o’ciock it 
stretched half way across the street 
and surged and ewayed until the great 


iron door was opened and swuailowed them. 
The population continued melting out of 
Sight into the great gate until nearly 8 o’ciock. 
Then the builuing was packed full and the 
crowd congested about the building. It was 
nearly as impossiole to go around the crowd 
as it was to go through it, and it remained 
there until nearly 9 o’clock. A good deal of 
the time portions of the crowd were march- 
ing and countermarching on Michigan aveuue, 
going either to or from the overflow meeting. 

And in addition to the great, restless, ever 
moving, surging, swaying crowd of people 
there were brass bands, tiie and drum corps. 
transparencies and torches by the thousand 
that smoked and made the air beavy. There 
were calcium search-| ghts, bunting, and 
American flags in profusion. There was lots 
of enthusiasm and it was not bottled, It was 
loose, and the Republicans were out in ful 
force to enjoy it. 

Dixon Introduces Reed,

fAppiause. | V hat I mean, when | sayjaimost noth- 
ing is the amount of know.edge that I shall be 
able to add to what you already have. | Laughter. | 
Your knowledge has not been gained by word of 
mouth. It has come to you by that want and suf- 
fering which comes in civilizsd communities 
when we are unabie to enjoy the bies3sings to 
which we have been accustomed. Let me give 
you the consolation that if that knowledge came 
to you hard it Will stay with you long. | Laughter 
and applause. | 

Free Trade Argument. 


There is no knowledge on earth like it. [Laugh- 
ter.) There is none waich is so satisfactory in 
the long run. (Renewed laughter.) It seems 
that for the last tnirty years the Republican ora- 
tors have been giving vou arguments founded 
upon wisdom and fraught with the good sense of 
this world. Nevertie:ess, those arguments, 
sound and solid as they were, must seem trivial 
compared with those to which von have been 
listening for the last two years. Man's argu- 
ments are persuasive. God's argameuts are con- 
vineing [laughter and applause}, and yet we 
have to undergo all this on account of a prino- 
ciple, not onty of our nature, but of ail the 
animal creation. All beings, whether human or 
otherwise, have to have education. {Laughter 
and applause.] They receive it in proporuon to 
their capacity.

Ido not care to discuss these questions, nor 
have 1 discussed them, from any partisan view.

There are times when 
wecan sacrifice and must sacrifice thase feelings 
for the good ef the country, What we need to- 
day now is to take a calm and sensibie view of 
our situation with a view of eee hat is 
w.sest for us to do. Remember we dre not 
now to discuss questions of settiement or the 
principles which underiie the government or 
land of liberty.

[Applause.| But, however that may be 
(and men may differ with me upoo that ques- 
uon), there is no doubt that in next November 
the election will turn upon business questions 
and business questions alone. Let us. twereforo, 
consider them in the cold light of business duty. 
Business has long ago ceased to He garabling. 
There was a time whéa it was not so. There was 
atime in the old days when we traded with far 
ludia and China, when a single adventure might 
mean for a maa wealth for all bis 
life, or utter and complete ruin and prostra- 
tion. Gold and silver mines, stock purcaases and 
sales were less gambiing than the business of tue 
days of vid, But today. the day we live in, busi- 
ness is founded upon different principles. What 
the business-man demands of his couatry is abil- 
ity and certainty. Profits never come to him to- 
day in great.ump sums, but in the aggregate of 
smaller sums. Did it ever occur to you to ask 
yourself why it is that the business-man pays the 
larger freight to have what he wants brought by 
rail instead of being water borne? Why does he 
not save his money? For by water you can cakry 
with a graater degree of cheapness. It is because 
water-borne transportation 16 long in arriving 
and the element of time enters into the transac- 
tion, and time is the breeder of uncertainty, 


Business va. Time. 


Why is it that modern business today demands 
of the railroad company faster trains for freignt 
than it to demand for passengers? hy 
must we have the swiftest steamers? It is be- 
cause the business-man must have the element of 
time obliterated so far as he can. He woud 
rather pay more money and ngs less | peas to ö 
have un ty ved from his ulations. 

use [And if that Is bo Min thd business 
man. bow much move is it with the manafactur- 
er? Today the manufacturer does not make a 
large profit, but he depends upon his snialier 
profit upon a large number of articies. When- 
ever 4 man makes product of machinery he nas 
to pay for his labor, he has to vay for nis mate- 
rial, he has to know what competiaon ne will 
have hy he brings his article to market. [Ap- 
plause. a 

Uniess he knows it he does not dare to make 
the article. That is the unfortunate condition in 
which this country has been for the iast two 
years. No man dared to buy materials, for no 
man buys materials for amdsemeut. No man 
dared to hire labor except from band to mouth, 
fur no mon can pay for iavor unless his money is 
to come back to him. That has been the cause of 
the stagnauon in business. That is what has 
been the cause of what we sum up in two words, 
fraught. with misery to the peopie—* hard 
times. [Applause.] Now there are today two 
ciements of uncertainty, two great causes of this 
temporary curse of the American race. The first 
is that we don’t know what the Senate bill is 
about yet. [Applause] And we never can know 
until we have a trial of it. and we have got to havea 
tria. of it tor one simple reason—that is, that ine 
Constitution of he United States doesn't vermit 
repentance in certain cases oven though we seek 
it caretuliy with tears. [App.ause.] We have a 
President of tue United States in tor two years 
more. Now. I have no desire to speak unkindiy 
of nim or to detract in any way from any of the 
virtues he may possess. [Laughter.] For this 
is a time for reasoning and not for sculding, but 
ldo say upon this particular question, if yuu be- 
lieve himself, he is worse than his party. ‘i here- 
fore, we can have no rectificadem of the Senate 
bill as it stands uaderthe most favorab.ecircum- 
stances for the next two gears. if that be so. 
and I am obliged to appeal to the iutelligence of 
tuis audience whether it is or not—if chat oe so 
the next question is, Is this thing to grow mo 
worse? If it cannot be made better can it be 
made worse, and if so, how? 


Uncertalnty the Bine. 


Uncertainty, as I have already shown you, I 
might venture to say with your approval, if 
pruved to you, is the bane ot our existeuce today. 
One would-suppose that every thinkuis man from 
one end of this country to tne other would be 
satistied of this. More than that, one would sup- 
Desde that ever, man who had tne responsivility 
of this government upon bis shou.der would ve 
ponetrated more than ail tue rest with this bo- 
lief and seuse of duty. Nevertheless, so it is 
with the Chairman of the Committee of the 
Ways and Means of the Un.ted States Hovse of 
Representatives, as declared amid the applause 
of his friends. that this is only the first attack 
und thut he means to pursue this subject until 
the bitter end. 

The leader of the party, the Chief Magistrate 
of this Nation. has deciared that this is only a 
vantage ground for new attack. Now, you either 
believg those lea lers or you do not. If you don’t 
believe them what is tne use of having them 
around? [Lauguter.] If you do believe them 
tuen you have got to face the question: What do 
you want for the next two years, certainty or un- 
certtinty? Now, mark you, 1 am oniy speaking 
of the temporary subject of this present eicction 
Wien the whole broad subject is oponed in 1890 
we shali have jearned wisdom enough and hase 
gained strength enough to take care of that ques- 
Con then, I trust, in a manner that will be con- 
vincing forever. [Great apolause,] But let us 
endeavor, if we are wise and sensible men, to 
have wisdom enough for today and trust to 
Providence for wisdow enough for tomorrow, for 
those who have sense enough to get through yes- 
terday shouid have sense euough to get through 
today. [Applause. ] 

There are two things which are absolutely 
necessary fora good law upon this and upon every 
„ther subject. First, the law must have sound 
principles which can be depended upon, and sec- 
ond, those principles must be satistactory to tne 
public sentiment of tw community. This is a 
government of laws. This is a government by the 
peop.e. It is not always tne highe t sense of the 
people that governs; itis very seldom the lowest 
sense that goverus. The very ideal of govern- 
ment is the average seuss of the peopie. How 
shali that sense be made good, sound commun 
sense? By education—yes, education at any price. 
During tue last two years we have had educa- 
tion. [Lauguter.] It has been at bitter cost. 
Nevertneiess, if it has taught us that the sulid 
foundations of this country rest upon prutection 
(A voice Rigunt ), reasonabie, sensible, and hon- 
est protecune, then we shail not have paid the 
last two years penaity in vain. [App.atse.] 


Bisis of Protection. 


And when we have come to the consideration 
of this question in its broader aspect we shall ve 
able to vase our future action upon the soli ſsup- 
port of an intelligent and instructed people, and 
once based there it wiil give the country cer- 
tainty, not for a particular time but aiways. 
{Appiause. } a 

Upon what is protection based? For my part 
I have always betieved in the system of protec- 
tion, as it is the best System in this worid for the 
distribution of the wonderfui gifts of God which 
are strewn ali over this miguty land. It is not a 
barrier set up against our peopie. It is not an 
attempt to tax tne many for the benefit of the 
few. It is au attempt to get all the profit that

It is a 
place where peopie have 9 to epend, [Ap- 
plause.} When we left off having money to 
spend in jnst that proportion we left off peing a 
market. But markets have changed as I told 
you business changed. There was a time, not so 
very long ago, when my lord is retainers, 
my lady and her maids were all he market there 
was. Today the great market of the United 
States—or ratherin 1802 the great market of 
the United States—was made-up, not by the 
purchasing of the few, but by the aggregate pur- 
chases of the many. 6 pplause.] And we were 
in condition to make ose purchases, for ever 
since 1861 wages had steadily increased until the 
fatal day in 1892 when Illinois. went wrong like 
some other parts of the Union, er [A 
voice, She won't do it again.] Until that day, 
Isay, our wages had gone on increasing until for 
every dollar which the man of brain and muscie 
gained he gained $1.71. you understan 
what that gain of 71 cents meant for our market 
Why, I can give you some rough figures. They 
are but guesses, «nc yet they couvey my idea und 
you will understand it. 


Wages and Earning:« 


Suppose that out of the 75,000,000 of humau 
beings that there are in he United Stacts today 
one-fifth of them were wage-earners, what would 
one cent a day increase in wages mean? Why. it 
would mean for every day in the year $80,000 
and for the whole year $30,000,000: and if one 
cent meant $30,000,000 71 cents meant $2.150,- 
000,000; yes. the market has changed. If you 
want to understand how much it has changed 
look up Sir Waiter Scott, read his novel of 
“Ivanhoe,” and read the description of the 
swine-herd Gurth being ciad in only a leather 
jerkin. That is all with which he adorned his 
tragic tale. : 

No factory could make a living off of him or 
his kind. But you may say tome this 71 cents 
of wages was not spent, but it was because the 
necessity of spending it was what br ut it. 
Wages are not to be summed upas they used to be 
in the old books of political economy as a mere 

uestion of division; give so much of a wage 
und, given so many people, make them the 
divisor and the wage fund the dividend, and the 
answer would be the quotient; our wages today 
depend not upon any such juggling calculation. 
of which no man ever knew, but upon the social 
life of our people. Why in 1725 the wages of a 
carpenter used to be 25 cents a day. 

Sometimes you undertake to account for this 
by saying that 25 cents then was the equivalent: 
of 62.50 now. But such was not the fact. Twen- 
ty-five cents today will buy mere than $2.5v ever 
bought then. [Applause.] Why, then, was the, 
carpenter. contented to live on 25 cents a day? 
‘Twas not because he had not learned what it 
was to live better elne! and when once 
men discover by the fair processes of honest civ- 
ilizgation how to live better they utterly deciine 
to live worse, except undera Democratic admin- 
istration. [Laughter and applause.] I want you 
to reno what this greatness of tne American 
market means, what it means to you. 


The Parehasing Power. 


The market is only another name forthe pur- 
chasing power, and the purchasing power is to a 
nation the same as what we boys used to call suc- 
tion is to a pump.

When I have pointed out to vou the nature of 
markets and their dependence on wages I have 
also pointe out to you amore important taing 
still, and that is that it is one of the first duties 
of a nauoun that meaus to bo prosperous to look 
out for the wages of its citizens. [Applause and 
cheers,] But, after all, the wagé-earner must 
look out a little for himself. He must not aliow 
himself to be blinded by any near quarrel with 
the people who are near him, so as to forget the 
bigger quarrel bombarding him with heavy guns 
trom a distance.

The Czarowitz has shown no predilection for 
any special nation and certainly not for 
France. No antiety would exist if it were 
certain Russia’s foreign relations would con- 
tinue to be directed by the present council of 
Ministers, of which the majority have been 
well proved to ba inspired by the traditional 
sentiments of anmity towards the German 
people. 

As a probable indication of the Czarowitz’s 
views upon general politics considerable 
attention is directed towards the character of 
his education. The views of the governor of 
his studies, Gen. Danilovitch, are keenly dis- 
cussed as the key to the Czarowitz’s opinions, 
According to many people Gen. Danilovitch 
is ultra-reactionary and an orthodox Pan- 
sla vist. 

The Cologne Gazette, however, in a long 
article, evidently inspired, gives a description 
of Gen. Danilovitch which is utterly at vari- 
ance with this summary of his character, and 
which represents him as being a man of noble 
mind, high culture, and profound sense of 
duty, who has educated his pupi! without bias. 
Although during the last years of his govern- 
orship the hatred of Russia against the Ger- 
mans rose to the highest pitch, he studiously 
abstained from imparting to the Czarowitz 
any such aversion. . 

According to a dispatch from St. Peters- 
burg, published by the National Zeitung this 
afternoon, and according to special informa- 
tion from a medical authority now at Livadia, 
the Czar, during the last forty-eight hours, 
bas been seized with a series of convulsive at- 
tacks accompanied for several hours by un- 
consciousness. These attacks were due to the 
passage into the blood of secretions which the 
kidneys cannot any longer carry off. The 

zar was also described as suffering from 

reat weakness of the heart and also to fre- 
quert attacks of congestion of the lungs. 
This blood-poisoning is now recurring with 
alarming frequency. Temporary rallies may 
intervene, but death cannot long be delayed, 


Marriage at the Bedside, 


The Vossische Zeitung learns that the mar- 
riage-will have to take place at the Czar’s bed- 
side, as it is impossible that he can be removed 
elsewhere, the cedema, which is concomitant of 
the disease of the kidneys, quite preventing 
his standing. His legs are greatly swollen 
with water. 

According toa well-informed personage, a 
friend of the Grand Duke Peter, Princess 
Alix of Hesse, to whom the religious question 
constitutes the great stumbling block to her 
marriage, was the first to declare that all her 
hesitation over the formalities of submission 
toe Russo-Greek synod had been abandoned 
now that the father of her betrothed was at 
death’s door. It is understood her scruples 
chiefly referred to thesaying, extra ecclesiam 
nullussalus,’’ which she considered a condem- 
nation of the religion of her native country. 


CZAROWITZ A FRIEND OF AMERICA, 


Prince Catacuzene Denies Report of 
Trouble in the Imperial Household. 


Wasninetror, D. C., Oct. 20.—Prince Cata- 
cuzene, the Russian Minister to the United 
States, gave an interview today concerumg 
the condition of thé Czar and the affairs of 
Russia. He makes sweeping denials of the 
scandalous stories afloat as to the discord with- 
in the .mperial household and also shows the 
Czarowitz is an earnest friend and ad- 
mirer of America. The last cablegram | 
have received.“ said the Minister, “says 
briefly that the condition of the Emperor is 
serious, but we still have hope. The present 
condinon is the result of acute attacks.of the 
grip. In each case the attack was thrown 
off and a full recovery apparently secured. 
But it is the insidious character of this disease 
to fasten itself permanently on the weakest 
part; in the case of the Emperor it has struck 
at the kidneys. 

Russia has enjoyed stability and progress 
under the present Emperor.“ continued 
Prince Catacusene. He has given it what it 
most needed—stability—after it had been 
rent by a struggle after a liberal and ad- 
vanced policy wholly unsuited to Russia, The 
cry for a constitution had been raised. The 
former Emperor yieldea much to the lib- 
eral sentiment, only to be com- 
pelled to fake back part when 
he found he had yielded too much. But the 
present Emperor neither yielded nor took 
back. He tried no new and liberal policies. 
He affirmed that Russia was to be the same 
Russia as before. Thus be has restored sta- 
bility and peace within and without. He 1s 
guided only by his touching devotion for the 
Russian people, which has inspired ali his 
actions and has overcome discontent. 

„Toa large extent nihilism has be en over- 
come, because it cannot exist in the face of 
the sentiment of Russian people that thair 
Emperor loves them. N:hilism may find oc- 
casional expression in Russia, just as social 
violence takes like forms in this and all other 
countries. 


Ihe successor of the present Czar will be 


the Grand Duke Nicholas, called also the 
Czarowitz,. His succession as Emperor is 
fixed and unalterable, There are groundless 
reports of this one or that one who may suc- 
ceed the Emperor.“ This led to a question 
as to the recent scandals circulated as to the 
troubles within the imperial household, 
which, it was alleged, might lead to the dis- 
placement of the Grand Duke. The Minister 
denied the reports as cruel falsehoods. 

It is asserted,” said he, that the Grand 
Duke Nicholas is an enemy of America. I 
think I see in that the invention of the Jew 
who hates Russia naturally enough. As a 
matter of fact the present Emperor and the 
Grand Duke Nicholas have the deepest ad- 
miration and friendship for America. When 
I was about to leave for America I spoke 
to the Emperor of the gifts of grain 
America had made to Russia and 
of the Americans who had come to bring it. 
I suggested that souvenirs oe given to these 


. generous people, as the usual imperial deco- 


rations would not be acceptable. The Em- 
peror was quick and earnest in his rssponse, 
and, as a result, I brought direct from him 
silver souvenirs to the Americans. At the 
same time I spoke with hesitation to the 
Grand Duke of coming here, as IJ had been 
always in Paris, Vienna, and continental cit- 
ies. But the Grand Duke reassured me, and 
with enthusiasm said: ‘ America, America, 
our friend.’ 

In many ways did the Czarowitz show 
his great friendship for this country. It isa 
friendship which Americans can perhaps fully 
understand. Russia is impulsive. It flew 
to the help of America, of France, and of 
other countries in time of their need. It isa 
sentiment which would again induce it to fly 
to the aid of America in time of need. And 
no one entertains this sentiment more cordi- 
ally than the Grand Duke Nicholas, successor 
to the throne,”’

The Latter Cross the Yalu River, but Are 
Repulsed.

HOW THE CHINESE WO AT YALU RIVER. 


Reports of the Naval Engagement and the 
Execution Done. 

Yoronama, Sept. 30.—[Special correspond- 

ence of the ‘Associated Press, per steamer 

China and Australia.}|~Long before the re- 


joicmgs over the capture of Phyong Yang - 


had begun to subside Japan was excited to 
fresh enthusiasm by the news of the victory 
in the northeastern inlet of the Yalu River. 
Sept. 16 Admiral Ito, commanding the squad- 
ron stationed at the mouth of the Taitong, or 
Daido River, was notified that a large Chinese 
fleet had arrived at the Yalu River in charge 
of transports conveying reinforcements to 
the army on the frontier. He set sail the fol- 
lowing morning with all the men-of-war 
that could be immediately sum- 
moned—viz.: the Matsushima, flagship; Hash- 
idate, Itsukushima, Yoshino, Takachiho, Akit- 
suhima, Naniwa, Chyoda, Fuso, Akagi, and 
Hiyei. Accompanying these eleven was the 
Saiko, a merchant steamer, taken into the 
national service since the war began, which 
catried Admiral Viscount Kabayama, the 
naval chief of the staff, who, being on a visit 
of inspection at the north, could not resist 
the temptation to witness the expected en- 
gagement. 

Between 12 and 1 o’clock fourteen Chinese 
ships and six torpedo boats were discovered 
a little south of a harbor called Taikosan, to 
the east of Kaiyoto Island. The ships were 
the Ting Yuen, flagship; Chen Yuen, Lai 
Yuen, King Yuen, Ching Yuen, Chih Yuen, 
Ping Yuen, Chao Yuen, Yang Wei, Kwang 
Kak, Wei Yuen, Kwang Ping, and two others 
whose names are still unknown. Contrary to 
expectation, they advanced unhesitatingly and 
commenced firing when 4,000 meters dis- 
tant from the Japanese, who reserved their 
first discharge until another thousand meters 
had been covered. 


Chinese Suffer Greatest Damage. 


The serious fighting began between the ves- 
sels at the Chinese right and the Japanese 
lett, the flagships of the other side leading 
the onslaught. By 1 o’clock the contest was 
general. Both lines maintained their posi- 
tions steadliy for an hour, wheb the Chinese 
showed signs of wavering. Three of their 
ships had for some time been made special 
objects of attack and were sunk, one after an- 
‘other. These were the Lai Yuen, Chih Yuen, 
and Chao Yuen. 

As soon as they were disposed of the fore- 
most Japanese ships directed their assault 
against the German-built vessels at the head 
of the Chinese column fora long time with- 
out effect. At last a shell struck the Img 
Yuen a little above the water, pierced the ar- 
mor, and set the boat on fire, It remained 
burning up to the hour of ita hasty departure. 

Whatever its condition it succeeded in in- 
flicting heavy punishment upon the Matsu- 
shima, which was struck by two twelve-inch 
shells, the first of which upset and battered 
out of shape one of the guns, while the second 
exploded an ammunition-box, dealing dread- 
ful havoc among the crew and setting a fire. 
In consequence of these mishaps the Matsu- 
shima withdrew toward the Taitong, Admiral 
Ito transferring his flag to the Hashidate. 

Meanwhile the Saiko, which Viscount Kab- 
ayama persisted in keeping in the thickest of 
the fight, lost control of its rudder and being 
close to the Ting Yuen and Chen Yuen made 
directly for them. The two huge ships sepa- 
rated, allowmg the Saiko a passage about 
forty, fathoms wide. Torpedoes were dis- 
charged ut it, but without avail. 

The Hiyei having been unabie by reason of 
slowness to keep pace with the rest of the 
fleet, was so deluged with missiles that it was 
set on fire “When it had lost twenty killed 
and three wounded it feil out of line and re- 
turned toward the Taitong. 

Driving Away the Torpedoes. 


It is reported that when it steamed away in 
flames it was thrice in great danger from tor- 
pedoes, but skiilfuily escaped by employing 
a device described in a recent magazine ac- 
count of an imaginary fight in South Amer- 
ica. To most readers of that sketch the ex- 


pediency of stopping a projectile by turaing | 


upon it a converging fire of shot and sheil 
seemed purely fiction, yet this is precisely 
what the Hiyei is said to have done in at least 
one instance. , 

The Akagi, a small gunboat, was badly 
overmatched from the outset, accident having 
brought it under the fire of not less than six 
of the enemy’s boats. Its commander wa: 
killed while it was thus engaged, yet it would 
still have kept up a determined resistance but 
for the loss of a mast. 

About the time when Admiral Ito left the 
Matsushima the disorder in the Cainese fleet 
plainly indicated that the contest could not 
be prolonged on either side, Three ships had 
been sunk. and a fourth, the Lang Wei, had 
been half destroyed and abandoned. Besides 
the Ting Yuen wagon fire and the entire force 
was thoroughly demoralized. A little later, 
after 5 o'clock, the flagship took the lead in 
retreat toward the home stations. Four fast- 
steaming Japanese cruisers were detailed to 
foliow and if possible to cut off their escape. 
Morning found them at the mouth of the 
Gulf of Pechili, with no ship of the enemy in 
sight. 

Japanese Ready for Farther Fighting. 


The greater part of the Japanese squadron 
has reconvened near Takaisan harbor on the 
chance of getting another fight, bringing this 
time torpedo boats to coéperate. Examina- 
tions show that none of the Japanese vessels 
received damages that cannot be repaired 
with slight cost of labor. The loss of life was 
the largest on the Matsushima. Its comple; 
ment was 335. Four officers and thirty-niné 
men were killed and seventy officers and men 
wounded, The total loss was ten officers and 
sixty-nine men killed and 160 officers and 
men wounded, 

Komatsu Enters the Navy. 

Prince Komatsu, just returned from Ameri- 
ca, will at once take active service asa Lieu- 
tenantin the navy. Prince Kunni, another 
member of the imperial family, is attached to 
the staff of Gen. Yamagata in Corea.

‘ROUSED BY HARRISON 


INDIANA “VOTERS REAOH A HIGH 
PITOH OF ENTHUSIASM. 


The Ex-President in Two Days Addresses 
Over 100,000 People=Thirteen Speeches 
Made Yesterday, the Orator Chiefiy 
Dwelling on the Tariff<Depression and 
Suffering Char, te Democratic In- 
effic and Tariff Tinkering=Great

Ix DLAN Aro Ind., Oct, 20.—[Special.]— 
Gen. Harrison’s second tour of Indiana was 
conciuded at half past 7 o’clock this evening, 
when the special train that bore him to Fort 
Wayne rolied into the Union Station. The 
return trip was marked by a repetition of the 
enthusiasm that greeted the ex-President yes- 
terday. In point of numbers addressed the 
Northern trip wasa greater success than was 
that to Evansville. When Gen. Harrison 
faced the tremendous audience that 
greeted him at Lafayette at 5 o’clock 
this evening be opened his re- 
marks with the statement that durmg 
this present trip he had spoken in the pres- 
ence of 100,000 people and his chief regret 
was that he was unable to make them all hear 
him, Never before in this State in the same 
length of time has a public speaker faced as 
many people as has Gen, Harrison since he 
left Indianapolis yesterday morning. 

In all today Gen. Harrison made thirteen 
speeches, talking in the aggregate over four 
hours, but he fluished the arduous work of 
the day with no indications of fatigue that 
might have appeared in a man of forty who 
had done the same amount of work. In the 
entire trip the number of speeches delivered 
was twenty-four, which added to the twenty- 
two on the Southern trip and 
the one in introducing Gov. McKinley in this 
city makes a total of forty-seven speeches in 
eleven of the thirteen Congressional! districts 
of the State. When he has filled his engage- 
ment at Anderson on the 3d of November 
Gen. Harrison will have addressed more peo-

Patriotic Address at Peru. 


The principal meetings today were at Peru 
and Lafayette. At Peru Gen. Harrison said 
that neither of the journeys he had made in 
Indiana had been undertaken with a view to 
his own amusement or refreshment. He was 
not less a Republican, but had learned to 
have less partisanship and to take a 
kindlier view of all those who differed 
with him. 48 the result of his 
experience in life he believed the great 
buik ofthe people were loyal, true-hearted 
Americans, who really desired to see their 
country prosperous, happy, ana g'oriou:, He 
sa.d he thought it a happy omen that the peo- 
ple were taking so great an interest in this 
off-year campaign, because a new House of 
Representatives, which dealt with questions 
affecting in a high degree the business inter- 
ests of ali the people, was to be chosen. The 
whole experience, he said, of the present gen- 
eration had been with a protective tariff poli- 
cy; they had never tested free trade or a tariff 
for revenue only. They had heard men eulo- 
gize itand prophesy whata good thing it 
would be. He was not an extremist who de- 
lieved the tariff would do everything. He 
thought the underlying element of success 


and increase in wealth lay in the industry and 


thrift of the peop.e. He thought, however, 
there cou'd be no doubt the tariff had an ef- 
fect on every business interest, and on that 
account it was essential the people general- 
ly should take a deep interest in the subject 
and give it seridus consideration in making 
up their minds how they should vote this fall, 


Thousands Hear the Speech. 


Delegations and bands from ali townships 
of the county participated in the events, 
Later a mass-meeting was held in the opera- 
house from which hundreds were turned 
away, the principal addres-es being by Hirain 
Brownlee and George W. Steele of Marion. 
Parades, bonfires, and speaking by James 
Stutesman, together witha general jullifica-

From the court-house steps at Plymouth 
Gen. Harrison addressed 5,000 persons. It 
had been his observation, he said, from a 
trip extending through many counties in 
Southern Indiana last week and from his ex- 

rience yesterday and today in Northern 


ndiana, there was a most phenomenal in- 


terest among the people at this time upon 
public questions, although it was what is 
called an off year. Continuing, he argued 
this interest was caused by the dissatisfaction 
among the people arising from recent 
Democratic legislation, as well as 
from the long suspense and uncertainty 
before any legislation was accomplished. 
He intimated it was also caused by present 
uncertainty, by fear the party proposed to go 
on withits tinkering. He said the Demo- 
cratic party had launched their ship, but at 
most before her keel was wet they put her 
back into the dry dock for repairs. The 
speech was profuse with happy iliustrations, 
which were keenly appreciated by the audi- 


ence. 

From Plymouth the route lay southward.

The answer is coming from Oregon to Maine 
and reverberating back from every State that has 
had an e:ection—even from those Democratic 
States in the South, Alabama and Georgia—to 
Mr. Clevelaud's How can we face the people if 
we pass the biil?’”’

At Columbia City there was an enthusiastic 
crowd, Gen. Harrison said in part: 

My Fellow-Citizens: If you will allow mel 
will read something to you this morning. I do 
not often indulge in reading, but I have an ex- 
tract or two that I want you to hear. I shall 
read it withoat mentioning the name of the man 
who wrote it and see if any of you gan guess who 
it was. 

The speaker then read an extract froma 
letter written by Andrew Jackson in 1824, in 
which he defined his opinion of the tariff 
question. The extract.read in part: 

Jam in favor of a judicious examination and 
revision of it, and sofar as the tariff before us 
embraces the design of fostering, protecting, and 
preserving within ourselves the means of nation- 
al defense and independence, particularly in a 
state of war, I would advovate and support it. 

Gen. Harrison then continued: 

Do you think that was written by a Democrat 
ora Republican? Gentlemen, I have read to you 


the words of Andrew Jackson of Tennessee, 


written in 1824. He thought wool was 
an element in our defense in war 
—the foolish old soldier. He thought 
that we could not muster and eauip and keep 
armies in the field without woolen shirts ana 
socks and blouses and b!ankets, He thought 
that it was as much essential to our defense as 
the capacity to make guns. But my Democratic 
friends you have come under a new leader- 
ship. ou aré now asked to follow men 
who tell you that wool should go on 
the free list. Now the question of 
importance that is submitted to you for decision, 
my Democratic friends, is whether you will fol- 
low the teachings of those me: whom you recog- 
nize as the very founders, the highest names on 
the roll of your party’s great men, or those mod- 
ero schoolmasters who would lead you to refuse 
even to give our bome manufacturers and labor- 
ers the benefit of such duties as will pay the ex- 
penses of the government.

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GREAT SPEECH BY Gov. MKINLEY, 


He Shows Southerners How Protection 
Vastly Benefits Them. 

New OxLxaxs, La., Oct, 20.—[Special.]— 
Gov. McKinley and party arrived this after- 
noon and were given a tremendous welcome. 
A committee of sugar men met him at the 
State line and escorted the Governor to the 


Hotel Royal. Tonight he spoke from the 


arena of the Auditorium Athletie elub to 


more than 10,000 persons. It was by many 


the largest political mass-meet- 
New Orleans. The 
platform was profusely decorated 
with sugar cane. Gen, W. J. Behan, 
ex-Mayor of New Orleans, presided. Gov. 
McKinley was merc:less in his attacks upon 
the tarif? of 1894 and the policy of the 
Cleveland administration. He said the Re 
publican party gave the bountz on sugar and 
the Democrats took it off, y refused to 
g ve the bounty even after it had been earned 
and after $40,000,000 had been put in sugar 
improvements since 1890 on the faith of a 
Federal law.

From 1789 to 1892, a period of 108 years, there 
have been forty-seven years when a mocratic 
revenue tariff policy had prevailed and fifty-six 
under the protective policy. and a noteworthy 
fact is the most progressive and prosperous 
periods of our history were during the years 
when the protective party was in control. 
The foreign market for agricultural products is 
one of the delusions of free trade. Our relations 
with foreign States are necessarily different from 
our relations with one another. They are our 
commercial rivals. We deny to those foreign 
States trade with us on the sume terms we enjoy 
ourselves. Herein the South your people have 
been offering freedom from taxation for ten, fif- 
teen, and twenty years to those who would bring 
their capital here and invest it in productive 
enterprises. With ail this work going on 
leaders of the Democratic party are pro- 
posing to tear down our protective tariff and in- 
undate this country with foreign products to dis- 
place those which these very manufacturies pro- 
pose to make and which the ple were willing 
to tax themselves to establish. ihe people are 
now coming to see this and their votes this year 
will go where their material interests belong.

How stand the people of the world on this 
question? At least 430.000.000 are in favor of 
protection: 43,000,000 of Britons are against it, 
to whom must be added those Americans whose 
numbers are unknown, who, while living under 
our flag, seem to follow ano her. The tariff law 
of 1894 is not like any of the early tariff meas- 
ures, but is one in which the changed conditions 
of the country and its marvelous growth and 
development are utterly ignored and forgotten. 
Its authors donot recognize or appreciate the 
manly independence and dignity of American 
laborers and cannot understand the 
business icy the country un- 
der which we had such splendid 
prosperity is to determined 
onthe lines of sectional prejudice, which ap- 
peals to the hates of the past and not to the 
bopes of the future. The law is a narrow and 
provincial measure, unworthy of the great party 
in whose name it was enacted and whoily un- 
suited to the needs of the country. Nor are the 
masses of the Democratic rty in the United 
States at all satisfied with what has been done. 
Congress has disappointed the people, trified 
with the sacred trust confided t» it, excited dis- 
trust among the constituents of its members, 
and impaired their enterprises and investments.

In 
this way we paid out a bounty of about 611.000, 
000 annually and saved $44,000,000 each year 
to the people of the country.

and then the House passed a supplementary bill 
making sugar free—that you are to have neither 
bounty nor tariff. : 

My feliow-countrymen, the question of tariff is 
a business question. In the truthful words of a 
true American who spoke as a seer and prophet 
forty years ago, we may stiil declare that indus- 
try has its campaigns and its batt leflelds, and is 
not yet beyond the need of intrenchments or for- 
tifications. God grant us the wisdom and virtue 
to press forward on the shining path thus opened 

lainly before us, to the end that our labor may 

fully emp.oved and fairly recompensed, and 
that age after age may witness the rapid yet sub- 
stantial progress and growth of our people in all 
the arts of peace, all the elements of national 
woll being.

“ Discretionary” Establishmeats to Be 
Wiped Out of the City. | 

Prrrssure. Pa., Oct. 20.—The police raided 
the discretionary pool establishments at 5 
o’clock today and srrested eight men. A dis. 
cretionary pooi is a combination or syndicate 
in which the money s deposited to be in- 
vested by the broker according to hi- dis- 
cretion in stocks. bonds grain, or provisiuns. 
Mouthly dividend- are declared out of the 
profits. A number of these pools have been 
in operation for several months, and divi- 
dends have been declared 
These concerns have been spring up al- 
most daily in this city, and it is estimated 
they now hold between $3,000,000 and 
$4.000,000, representing 50,000 investors. 
Their clients are workingmen, domestics, 
warherwomen, and some farmers, who were 
dazzled by the prospect of securing anywhere 
from 20 to, 100 per cent a month on their in- 
vestments. Many men have mortgaged 
their homes and placed the money 
in the pools. It is comimon talk 
that the trustees of one or two 
estates have also : risked the money 
in their charge with these concerns. For sev- 
eral days past che loca] newspapers have been 
showing up the impossibility of these pouls 
lasting any length of time and alleg.ug irre- 
sponsibility of the managers. This morning 
these publications had their effect and there 
was a panic-stricken rush of its investors 
upon a discretionary pool known as 
Public Stock Exchange.” As soon as the 
rush began the managers announced hat they 
were the victims of a conspiracy the bank« 
and fell back upon a clause in ir 1 
ment by which they can require several days’ 
notice of withdrawal. The panic is spreading 
and it is ant cipated that within the next three 
days almost every discretionary pool in the 
city will he wiped out, After the doors were 
closed at Delaney & Co.’s Public Stock and 
Grain Exchange in Fourth avenue, the police 
raided the establishment on & warrant sworn 
out by Mary E. Kolb, who charges them with 
conspiracy to defraud. William, Henry, 
and Charles Delaney and six cierks were 
arrested and their books, and papers 
seized. The prisoners are under heavy bond 
for hearing. The Delaney brothers have been 
here only a short time, having come from 
Ch. o. They have a notice posted on their 
thee dees saying the place will be open again 
Monday fcr business as usual. Wil:iam De 
laney, the head of the firm, says all claims 
will be paid in full.

NEW PLAN FOR BURNING GARBAGE. 


Montreal Has a Plaut Modeled After the 
One in Leed«, Engiand. 

MonrreaL, Que., Oct. 20.—Messrs. Edson, 
Andrews, and De.ehanty of New York City, 
the commission appointed to inspect systems 
of disposing of garbage,visited the new works 
here, modeled upon those of Leeds, England. 
The inventor of the system, Charles Thack- 
eray, explained everything. At the base ofa 
chimney 190 feet high is a series of inciner- 
atore—great closed fire-places, with hoppers 
at the top through which the garbage 
is fed, doors in front aud ash pits beneath. 
Montreal collects garbuge between 6 p. m. 
and 6 a. m. The fires oi the incinerators are 
supposed never to go out. Alongside of each 
incinerator is an auxiliary fire, which helps 
combustion when the garbage is wet. All 
vapors’ trom the incinerators are carried 
through a separate furnace called the fume 
cremutor. Coal is used to start the inciner- 
ators and sometimes in the auxiiary fires, 
but for the most part the garbage itself is the 
fuel used.

Merry Price War Follows the Breaking 
Up of the Minneapolis Millers’ Combine 
“Not in Years Has the Product Been 
as Cheap as Now=Jobbers Have Schemes 
by Whieh the Manufacturers Are 

coled=Contract Price Maintained, but 
Cash Rebate Given the Buyer. 


Fiour took a drop of 5 to 10 cents a barrel 
yesterday. This, the jobbets say, was due to 
the publicity given to the breaking of the 
combine of the Big Three,” the Washburn. 
Crosby, the Pilisbury-Washburn, and the 
Northwestern Consolidated Millmg com- 
panies. The Washburn superlative brand, 
manufactured by the Washburn-Crosby com- 
pany, declined five cents a barrel and jobbers 
sold all they could get rid of at $3.35, as 
against $3.40 a barrel the day previous. To 
meet this competition salesmen for jobbing 
grocers, who wanted to sell flour, shaded 
‘*Washburn’s Best,” which is made by the 
Pillsbury-Washburn company, 10 cents a 
barrel, While the millers are fighting be- 
tween themselves it gives the consumers 
chance to buy some cheap flour. 

Not in years has flour been so cheap as it is 
now. L. G. Holly, representative of the Pills- 
bury-Washburn company, said yesterday he 
would cut off the supply of any jobber against 
whom positive proof was furnished of cutting 
prices. Bvt the jobbers havea scheme by which 
they propose to fool the miller. As the millers’ 
agent under contract the jobber could not sell 
flour at less than $3.50 a barrel. For this 
he received 25 cents a barrel commission. 
His competitor was selling another brand of 
flour at $3.35. So in order to meet the price 
he gave the retailgrocer 10 cents a barrel in 
cash. If a man wanted to buy tweaty bar- 
rels of flour he bought it for $4.50 and at 
the time he gave the order the jubber’s sales- 
man handed him the discount of $2 in cash. 
The flour was biiled out at $3.50 and the mil- 
ler, so the jobber figured, would be no wiser, 
and he would still have a protit of 15 cents a 
barrel. This is what the joboers say, who 
sell the* product of the milis and who have 
not the consignment pian in force. 


What Mr, Molly Will De. 


Mr. Holly, when asked what he would do 
with such jobbers, immediately _ rephed: 
„Why I will cut them off, of course.“ 

His firm proposed to sell its goods ata 
stated price and did not intend to let the job- 
bers demoralize the market, 

The plan on which we put our flour on the 
market was this, he said. ** We did not se. 
our flour, but made the jobbers our agents, 
We told them that on every barrel of flour 
they sold we would give them 25 cents a bar- 
rel. They were to sell the flour to the retail 
grocers at a certain price. Now we did not 
make our arrangements with the jobbers di- 
rect, but with tne Com mercial Exchange, which 
was an association of jobbers. Everything 
went well until the sugar prices went to picces, 
That came nearly breaking the Commercial 
Exchange up. Then there tollowed rumors of 
prices being cut on flour, but we could get no 
proofs, Mr. Martin of the Washburn-Crosby 
company and I visited the grocers and they 
wanted us to take a stand on the 
question of orice cutting. The re- 
sult was that the Washburn-Crosby 
company took out their product 
from the consignment pian, while we and the 
Northwestern Consolidated Milling company 
continued it. We shall try for a time to 
stand by our contract and see howit works. 
If it does not then there is plenty of time to 
think of a change. 

George McMurray of Franklin MacVeagh 
& Co, refused to say anything about the con- 
dition of the flour trade. He knew nothing 
of price cutting and was uncommunicative as 
to the probable effects of the war among the 
millers, 

„ Washburn-Crosby flour is to be sold at 
any price as long as the war lasts,” said a 
representative of that firm last night. 
„Another cut has just been ordered 
and this evening flour, by the large 
or small lot, is $8.20 a barrel. This makes a 
reduction of 25 cents since this morning. 
Most any kind of prices may be quoted at 
most any hour. The order from our firm is 
to sell the flour and this will we done sure, 
The retail merchant will lose nothmg. All 
retailers are guaranteed 25 cents on each 
barrel aud rebates are made to cover the cut 
in prices. 

* Ot course you know the war was started 
by the other concerns buying up our adver- 
tising space and covering up our advertising. 
With $20,000,000 on our side and no one 
knows how much on the other, most anything 
can be looked for. I do not care to say to 
whom it was addressed, but I saw a telegram 
tonight sent here giving instructions 
to buy all the flour possible between now and 
the hulidays. Just what this all means will 
have to be guessed at. The significance of 
today’s cut is that it does not specify quan- 
tity. Yesterday’s cut was for carload lots. 
You see everything is wide open.”’

SUGAR ALSO CAUSING AGITATION. 


Illinois, Iowa, and Wisconsin Jobbers Pre- 
paring to Fight Chicago. 

Jobbing grocers in three States Illinois, 
Wisconsin, and lowa—are preparing to effect 
separate comb.nations to fight the Chicago 
jobbers in the sale of sugar. Between jump- 
ing the traces put on by the sugar trust and 
the Minneapolis miliers local jobbers have 
had busy days, and when yesterday the rumor 
was freely circulated that the country jobbers 
are preparing to make a fight on the Chicago 
men it created considerable talk. 

Since the trust figures on sugar went to 
pieces over a week ago the Chicago jobbers 
have had a cinch on neurly all the country 
trade within a radius of 500 miles of Chica- 
go. They were in a position to quote lower 
prices, and as the stock and assortment were 
fresh and large, there was hardiya grocer 
who did not preferto buy his sugars here 
rather than from the country jobber, who 
only bought small lots. ; : 

The result was,” as a local jobber put it 
yesterduy, that within a short time the job- 
bers in Springtield, Peor.a, Milwaukee, Du- 
buque, and other points found they were nell. 
ing no sugar. There was nothing left for 
them to do but to combine against Chicago. 
Heretofore they had sold sugar in each otners 
territory while now they intend to sell only 
in territory surrounding their towns and 
thereby propose to cut off Chicago jobbers. 
How they will succeed is a matter of great 
concern to local jobbers. Sugar, in 
a commercial way, is full of 
discounts. Chicago grocers have been selling 
standard granulated, for instance, on a basis 
of 84.3714. Country jobbers buy their stock 
in New York and pay $4.62, less 19 cents 
discount from the trust, making the price 
$4.43. From this must be deducted 1 per 
cent for trade discount and 1 per cent for 
cash, making the net cash cost $4.35 in 
New York, against $4.37}, the Chicago 
basis. Now, taking a point in Illinois or 
Wisconsin, where the local jobber is located, 
he could get his stock laid down at a 20. cent 
rate. making the total cost to bim $4.55, 
which would enable him to compete with the 
Chicago market. But sugar could not be

New York, Oct. 20.—[Special. ]—It has not 
changed the situationin the least to substi- 
tute Grant for Straus. It has simply put in a 
man who is popular with the masses and 
whose platform, as the Sun tersely put it this 
morning in its sole editorial observation on 
the change in the ticket, is he knows the 
ropes. Grant takes the place of a man who 
was not popular with the Tammany follow. 
ing. The regular Tammaty voter is not 
much affected by the character of the candi- 
daté, though there may be somewhat of a re- 
volt this year on account of the police ex- 
posures, As far as the outside world was 
concerned Straus was a better candidate than 
Grant, as he had no record except as a 
Park Commissioner, whereas people have 
had four years’ experience of Grant in the 
Mayoraity. It was he who began the 
process of handing the city offices over to the 
thugs and thieves who now fill them; and he 
carried it on steadily during his two ters. 
As fast as the offices fell vacant he filled them 
with criminals and semi-criminals in the usual 
Tammany style. Gilroy has only carried 
Grant's processes a few steps further. 

Now the campaign is reduced to a square 
fight between the Tammany and the anti- 
Tammany voters of the city. The nommina- 
tion of Grant was opposed to the end by 
Gilroy and the other leaders, who believed and 
have said all along that Tammany cannot win 
without outside support this year.

Morton will carry the county, according to a 
careful estimate from the canvass books of 
both parties, by a plurality of 7.300. 

A general summary of the three northern 
tier counties of the State shows the Demo- 
cratic forces weak discouraged, without 
leader and without hope. On the other hand 
the Repubiicans are stronger than ever be- 
fore, better united on all candidates, and K. 
pared to make the cleanest sweep in the 
tory of Northern New York. 

It is said Hill has made up his mind that in 
case he defeats Morton he will not assume the 
office of Governor. He will simply fail to 
qualify. In that event Lieut.-Gov.-elect Dan- 
iel S. Lock wood will take the oath of office of 
Governor. Hull, so the story goes, will not 
make such a move unless the Legislature 
should be Republican on joint ballot. If the 
Democrats secure control of the Assembly 
and have a majority on joint ballot Hill will 
resign his seat in the Senate and bevome Gov- 
ernor. This wili permit the Democrats to 
name his successor, who, it is said, will be 
either Flower or Grace.

Richard Croker Starts to Work Vicorouasly

Nxw York, Oct. 20.—|[Special.]—Senator 
Gorman put an end today to the persistent 
rumor that he is to speak for Senator Hill. 
He stated to a friend in Washington he would 
not be in New York durmg the cam- 
paign. Richard Croker is again 
in politics. After his secret con- 
ference last night with Gilroy, Sheehan, and 
Clark, he started to work vigorously for 
Grant. He would have staied in retirement 
if Straus had staied in the race.

SATOLLI DEFIED AND INSULTED. 


Church Trouble at Paterson, N. J., the 
: Cause of an Angry Scene. 

New Yorks, Oct. 20.—[Speécial,]—Arch- 
bishop Satolli was accused, defied, and threat- 
ened this morning by fifteen members of St. 
Joseph’s Church in Paterson, N. J., and when 
retiring from their presence he fell upona 
stairway, where he half sat, half lay, while 
one of his bold and angry visitors hurled 
menacing words at him, 

There has long been serious trouble in St. 
Joseph’s Church, of which Dr. Sebastian B. 
Smith is pastor. The trouble began when 
Dr. Smith ousted the Catholic ciub from the 
old church building because, as he said, it had 
held a party there after the prescribed ‘hour 
ard had sold beer, Then Dr, Smith sum- 
marily removed his curate, Father Henry 
Murphy, on charges of immorality, which 
some of his congregation say he never proved 
or even defined, The faction already alienated 
defended Father Murphy and the case was 
taken several times to Satolli. Once a com- 
mittee of Father Murphy's friends went to 
Washington to lay the case before the dele- 
gute, and they claim that he promised redress 
and failed to 72 his promise. 

A meeting of the Catholic club was called 
for last night and a committee appointed to 
call on Mgr. Satolli. They were refused ad- 
mittance, but forced their way through tho 
door. Once inside, they were informed by 
the Archbishop’s secretary that the case 
had been closed and that r. 
Satolli would not see them. 
committee persisted, and the Archbishop came 
into the room and told them he had fuliy in- 
vestigated and decided the case, Chairman 
Gibson declared his action was an outrage 
on American liberty.

PANICS OF 1873 AND 1893 COMPARED. 


Wall Street Operator Thinks a Period of 
Proasverity In in Sight. 

New York, Oct. 20,—[{Epecial.]—A gentle- 
man who has been one of the most prominent 
operators Wall street ever saw holds this view 
of the business situation: The panie of 
1873 and the panic of 1893 present some 
similar features. It took four years to recov- 
er from the panic of 1873, and in 1877 the 
effects of the panic ended with the settlement 
of the Pennsylvania railroad strike, after 
which we had four years of continued bull 
murket. From this one would naturally 
argue 1897 would show the end of 
the 1893 panic and the beginning of 
the prosperous era, but this is not so, as the 
1893 panic is liy about four years old 
already. The Baring failure in fall of 
1890 was the beginning of our panic, and it 
should have run its course m 1891. It had 
been run abroad, but we were spared by great 
crops and the failure of crops in Europe, 
which*tiaed us over 1892, sv our panic 
culminated in 1893. Reckon back to the 
Baring panic and the four years.of depression 
is practically over. We have had the Ameri- 
can Railway Union strike, very similar 
to the Pennsylvania strike of 1877, 
and that is out of the way and we 
have had the strike of textile operators in Fall 
River and New Bedford, as in 1877. Imme- 
diately after the Pennsyivania strike business 
began to improve, and so it did last August, 
aftet the Chicago strike. Capital is able to 
secure labor on terms which permit of a 
profit, and that was the ease in 1877. Allow- 
ing for the growth of the country, it seems 
fair to assume we have begun the period of 
prosperity which will not culminate for some 
years, and during which time everybody can 
make money in and out of Wall street. 


DISCUSS LOWERING THE INTEREST RATE 


Bank Presidents Think That for Out of 
Town Balances Too High. 

New York, Oct. 20. ~[Speeial.]—The Pres- 
idents of the leading banks in this city have 
discussed informally this week the necessity 
for and the wisdom of reducing the rate of 
interest allowed by them and out of town 
bank balances on account of the plethora of 
money at this center and the lack of demand 
for it either by out of town correspondents or 
city dealers. It is likely that early next week 
an agreement will be reached to reduce the 
rate from 1 and 2 per cent, the 
prevailing rates, to 1 per cent. Accord- 
ing to the President of one of largest na- 
tional banks taday, the ontiook for easy 
money for some time to come is not dis- 
puted. There is no sign of any improvement 
in that direction or much hope that such an 
improvement may be expected before next 
spring. In the méanwhile country bank bal- 
ances have been piling up in this city at a 
great rate, the money being naturally attract- 
ed here by the interest obteined on itat 1 
or 2 per cent, until the banks, unable to len 
it out at even 1 per cent, have realized that 
for their own protection they must cut down 
the rate of interest allowed by them. All the 
bank Presidents spoken to today on the sub- 
ject agreed that this should be done.

Hickek’s Horse Grabs a Boot and Cuts 
Himself in His Second Losing Heat— 
Directum Retires and the $11,000 
Purse Is Awarded to the Western Queen 
The Two Heats of the Match Slow, 
with Alix Always in Front- Ine Trots 
a Third Exhibition Mile in 2:07%, 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 20.—[Special. }]}—Queen 


Alix and King Directum met at Mystic Park | 


this afternoon and raced for a purse of $11.- 
000. Nearly 15,000 disappointed persons 
saw the contest, which was discontinued de- 
fore the deciding heat could be trotted. Fate 
was against Directum. He was in no condi- 
tion to show his quality, and, after he was 
beaten in the tirst two heats, the judges and 
the doctor prescribed a rest. 

So Alix took the race and the purse, and 
then trotted an exhibition mile in 2:07 asa 
sop to thespectators, who had paid $1.50 
each to see the great event of the trotting 
season of 1804. This is the story of the race 
in brief: 

Alix made her first mile in 2:09, and her 
time at the quarters were: :32, 1:04%, and 
1:37%, coming down under the wire two 
lengths ahead of Directum. 

She trotted the second heat in 2:14%, mak- 
ing the quarters at :32, 1:05, and 1:40, 
beating her rival by three lengths. 

it was a procession all the way around the 
track in both heats, the pace of Alix being 
fast enough never to give Directum a chuuce. 

Directum isn’t well! Mud fever!“ said 
an expert on horseflesh, The race was a sore 
disappointment to the public. 

Directum Favorite in the Betting. 


Never was the weather more favorable 
for a great contest. The air was as balmy as 
a day in spring, the October sun shone warm 
and undimmed, and there was no wind. Early 
in the day the people went Directum- mad. 
Every move of the black stallion was cheered. 
Every betting man seemed to be hastening to 
back the favorite. Pools sold at $100 to $85 
in his favor, and Alix money did not seem 
plentiful. Just before the race, however, 
this was changed. The Alix people 
seemed suddenly to gain confidence and it 
was $100 to $90. Aim had the pole in the 
first heat and afterward it was only a ques- 
tion of how many lengths she was to lead. 
Without skip or false motion she won the 
heut easily. In the second heat it was the 
same. A slight soreness and a misstep in 
an attempt to save the sore foot tore off the 
quarter hoot and inflicted a cut nearly as 
large asa half-dollar. There was nothing to 
be done but to withdraw him from the von- 
test. 

It was 2 o'elock when Hickok brought Di- 
rectum out. He looked well. It took a touch 
of the whip to start him up the stretch to 
score, Alix was in perfect condition. 

Directum Never Able to Keep Up. 

They came to the wire, Alix at the pole and 
Directum a pace behind at her side. It wasa 
pretty send-off, but the Queen was faster 
away, and she was clear down to the 
quarter, and at the turn she had 
pushed two lengths to the front. Thie lead 
was retained to the half. Rounding the turns 
Alix gained another half length. The pair 
turned into the stretch, Alix three lengths to 
the good. Drectum could get no nearer 
under Hickok’s call and McDowell eased Alix 
up at the wire in 2:09. Alix was cheered by 
the crowded grand stand. 

Alix seemed least troubled by the mile and 
cooled out beautifully under the eyes of the 
admiring crowds that had followed her. 

Hickok looked troubled as he followed Di- 
rectum to the stali. He said that Directum 
seemed sore in front. He showed tbis in 
warming-up, and in the heat it was impossible 
to keep him up owing to his desire to go into 
apace. His feet were found to be sore, but 
he was booted before he came out for the 
second heat. 

Two scores saw them away again, the two 
horses on even terms. Alix was smartest 
away as before, but Directum hung along by 
her side. But it was only to the turn. Alix was 
soon clear. Again, as they rounded the lower 
turn Alix was two lengths in front. Through 
the back stretch Directum trailed. Alix 
a good three lengths back. As the two 
rounded the upper turn Alix increased the 
lead. McDoweil had her in hand coming into 
the stretch and from its head the mare oniy 
jogged smartly to win by four lengths. 
time was 2:14%. 

There was a general feeling that something 
was wrong with the black horse. It was found 
that at the lower turn he overreached cut 
his foot after losing a boot. This mishap put 
him out of the race. After an examination 
of Directum by the judges Hickok was per- 
mitted to withdraw him and the race was 
given to Alix. 

Alix’s Third Mile in 2:07%. 

Alix next appeared foran exhibition mile, 
with a runner driven by C. H. Nelson, ambling 
along three lengths behind. She trotted a 
wonderful one and finished with loose reins 
and going beautifully in 2:07%, with the 
quarter in :32 , half 1:03&, and three.

But how often does one hear a kind ex- 
pression, ah appreviative recognition of any- 
thing commendable that occurred there? If 
things had been in such a terrible state as 
they generally are represented to be; if the 
Emperor had been such an oppressor of all 
that · is true and righteous, it would have been 
a practical impossibility to prevent the em- 
pire’s disintegration, even though it had been 
attempted at the point of the bayonet. The 
English press has never let an 1 
pass, even before his ascension to thione, 
without casting slurs on the late Czar’s char- 
acter. It has been represented that he was a 
man of lowest instincts, with no conception 
of the moral obligations as husband or as 
Emperor; that he was of a morbid and jeal- 
ous disposition, sometimes refusing to see the 
Empress his children for weeks; 
and to crown it all he was accused 
of being a coward. To anybody who 
knew his disposition this last assertion was 
irresistibly comical. 


His Private Life. 


Let any unprejuijiced person look at the 
life of Alexander III. more as a private indi- 
vidual than Emperor, and the chances are that 
he will be more than favorably impressed by 
thescrutiny, In ccntrast to his brother, who 
inherited a certain delicacy of feat- 
ures as well as form from his 
mother, the Empress Maria Alexandrowna, 
Alexander Alexandrovitch was a typical 
representative of the Romanoff race 33 to 
Peter the Great. He had the heavy Slavonic 
features that distinguished his illustrious 
ancestor, and he also inherited a large share 
of his great force and determination of char- 
acter. The most striking feature in the Em- 
peror’s appearance was tne height of his fore- 
head, increased by his almost total bald- 
ness. The arches of the eyebrows were so 
prominent as to hide completely the eyes 
when the Emperor bent his head forward in 
prayer, but when he again looked up one saw 
how clear and brilliant they were and how the 
face brightened and softened by their calm 
light. They were eyes that were accustomed 
to search far and deep and one instantly felt 
there were few mysteries they could not pen- 
etrate. Hise manner was marked by great 
reserve, even austerity, particularly when ea- 
in official business. On account of 
giving orders with great rapidity and brusque- 
ness he was called harsh, but this was more 
from his impetuous activity of mind than 
from any unkindness, 

Alexander III. was a good worker, never 
sparing himself when he thought any business 
needed his attention. He was a man of 
punctual habits and exacted the same from 
all his subordinates, be they Ministers or 
cooks, He insisted on having all matters ex- 
plained to him, even to the slightest details, 
and then quickly made up his mind to reject 


or commend. The Czar rarely changed after 


he -had once given his opinion, This was his 
inflexible rule concerning most official bugi- 
ness, If, however, it was clearly proved to 
him that he had been imposed upon through 
misinformation he invariably had the order 
revoked and if any wrong had been done he 
saw ample reparation was made, He never 
hesitated in giving his opinion should it be 
open to the harshest criticism. The motto 
which he chose many years ago— The Czar’s 
rule of life is duty —is one which he en- 
deavored to follow as closely as possible, 
Faith in His Church. 

The one great distinguishing trait of the 
Russian Emperor’s character was his strong 
veneration for and his sincere faith in the 
Greek Church. He regarded the church as 
the corner-stone in the foundation of his em- 
pire. He never failed to be present and to 
participate in the-sancient ceremony of the 
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pected danger; he had gone to the church to 
ask forgiveness for his sins and for protection 
from on high. This protection, ha said, had 
been given him, his body, like his soul, was in 
the hands of God—he feared no harm. He 
believed that as long as he governed | the em. 
pire with wisdom he would be allowed to 
live. Then the Czar thanked his people for 
their loyaity and entered the palace amidat 
great cheering. 


Character Sketch by a Russian. 


Felix Volkovsky in an introduction to a 
book on Russia under Alexander IIL, pub- 
lished a year ago, has the following to say of 
the Emgeror: 

“Even in the outlines given by an eulogist 
what is really the present head ot the Russian 
Government? An obstinate, narrow-minded 
man, who with the pertinacity of strong con- 
viction clings to the idea that it is to do 
evil. (We must not forget that 
who interviewd the Czar persona. ly aid is his 
most enthusiastic admirer, says plainly that 
in Alexander III.’s opinion it is good to per- 
secute 5,000,000 of Jews, harass and tyran- 
aize several millions of Russian dissenters, 
etc.) He isa hot-tempered person who has 
to keep himself in check by means of reason, 
which he fortunately is not very abundantly 
provided with. He is supposed to be very 
kind at heart, yet all around him tremble, as 
he is convinced that to be independent he 
must be stern. He is supposed to be honest, 
and so in u certain way he is; and yet he does 
things which are nat easily reconciled with 
honesty, imply understood. 

Few people knew anything definitely about 
the character of Alexander III. ot Russia. 
Most all, Americans pictured him as a man 
from whom nobody need expect kindliness 
or consideration. There is nothing so de- 
lightful.as having a convenient and universal 
scapegoat on which can be saddied all the 
errors and real or imaginary wrongs that may 


occur, and for which nobody in particular

It can 
be safely said that there existed no family in 
the world, be it crowned or uucrowned, whose 
happiness in family life was greater than that 
of the imperial Russian family. There was 
no greater delight for the Emperor than to 
cast away the cares of government and seek 
the society of nis wife and children. He was 
fairly idolized by nis family, and there was 
no one who served him in any capacity but 
had the warmest praise for his kind and unas- 
suming disposition. 25 


At home he was always the essence of kind- 
ness and good-natured jollity, and took such 
delight with his family and intimates, who 
were never sure of what was in store for them 
when the Czar was in one of his 1 
moods.

He was very fond of them 
and took great 2 in purchasing rare and 
costly specimens. is jewels were Without 
doubt the most gorgeous in Europe and his 
uniforms and military trappmgs were deco- 
rated with magnificent gems, In his private 
collection he had any number of large and 
valuable diamonds and pearls. In the Russian 
scepter is the famous Orloff diamond, which 
weighs 194% carats, This stone is rose cut 
and resem bies half a pigeon’s egg in size. It 
is supposed to have been the eye of an Indian 
idol, which, after being stolen by a French de- 
serter, passed through many until it 
was purchased by Count Orloff for Empress 
Catherine. ‘The price id the Armenian 
merchant who then owned it was £90,000, an 
annuity of 4,000 rubles, and a royal titie. 

Alexander was a man of strong convictions. 
He honestly endeavored to discharge hia 
duties with utmost conscientiousness and 
in the faith that strength sufficient for the day 
would be given him from on high, for the 
Emperor felt that he and his were in the 
hands of God, who alone sees the end from 
the beginning and who will find tools to carry 
on the work when the day comes for work 
to be done. That deep, silent but abidmg con- 
viction grew much onthe Emperor of late 
years. In his youth, when he never expected 
to ascend the throne, for which his elder 
brother, to whom he was passionately at- 
tached, was carefully trained and educated, 
while his own education was comparatively 
neglected, he was fullof high and buoyant 
spirita, headlong and vehement. The shadow 
of the great responsibilities which overhang 
the throne darkened, and he became more 
deeply impressed with the sense of the invis- 
ible and eternal world into which at any mo- 
ment he might be called, 


The Czarowlts. 


The young man who on the death of Alex- 
ander III. will cease to be the Grand Duke 
Nicholas and will become the absoiute ruler 
of more than 100,000,000 people, is only 26 
years old, having been born in May, 1868, the 
eldest son of tie Czar. But into his brief life 
has been compressed the experienco of ages so 
far as instruction by the best masters, exten- 
sive reading, travel, and menta: and physical 
develepment could do so. Since the hour of 
his birth the fact that he would some 
day be the Czar was never forgotten by 
either his imperial parents or those in- 
trusted with his education, He has proved 
himself, it is said, to be powerful and briil- 
iant inteliectualiy, and he learned with ease 
the severe tasks prescribed for him by his 
tutors. He is said to be proficient in litera- 
ture, history, languages, and military science 
and art. Heis said to bea handsome young 
man, with large lusterful eyes, clear, coloriess 
skin, both of which he inherited from his 
Danish mother; black hair worn short, and a 
mustache as flerceiy military as nature will 
allow. He lacks, however, the powerful 
physique and commanding stature of the Ro- 
manotfs, and, while he is graceful in action 
and bears himself with dignity, he has not 
the distimguished presence that marked his 
tather. He has traveled extensiveiy in Eu- 
rope, and was received by royalty at 
Berlia, Copenhagen, and other capitals. 
He is said to de tactful,  gracivus, 
and gentle rather than blunt and ag- 
gressive as some of his ancestors were. He is 
eld in high esteem by all who know him, 
and it is predicted that when he has assumed 
the purple an era of political reform will be- 
gin in Russia. He is said to be friendly 
toward Germany and Austria rather than 
toward France, with which country Alexander 
III. had been allied. The young man is be- 
trothed to Princess Alice of Darmstadt. who 
will join the Orthodox Greek Church, of which 
the Czar is the head. Gossip has coupled tne 
name of the Czarowitz with that of an opera 
dancer, who is said to be causing some 
trouble on account of his approachimg mar- 
riage to Princess Alice. The heaith of the 
Grand Duke was fora long time delicate and 
it was often predicted he would not iive to 
wear the crown. Recently his health has im- 
proved and he is said to be now in good 
physica) condition, He has two brothers and 
two sisters, so that the line direct from the 
Romanoffs will continue on the Russian 
throne for some time, in spite of the Nihilists 
and of the tnaiadies which seem to be part of 
that royal family’s hereditaments. 


Picture of His Character. 


Garrett Wilson gives an entirely different 
picturé of the Czarowitz’s character, both 
meatal and physical. He says: The Czaro- 
witz, like his younger brother, George, was a 
weakly child. He was narrow-chested, thin- 
limbed, and had occasional fits of epilepsy. 
He was apathetic. His tace was mature be- 
yond his years, but betrayel the indifference

He was a remarkabie child, with no attrac.

RAPID WORK ON ARMY REG 


Likelihood That the Book Will Secon Be 
Ready for Distribution. 
-Wasuinerox, D. C., Oct. 20.—The new 
army regulations are rapidly nearing comple- 
non. Three-fourths of the entire work has 
been approved by Gen. Schofield, The rest 
is likely to be passed on by him within the 
nexttwoor three weeks. The new regula- 
are regarded quite as important 
as the new tactics, as they embrace 
the common law of the army, based 
sa 33838 orders of the President 
o ar Department, laws of Co 
etc. It covers all — — of military disol 
pline, rank and precedence, appointments and 
motions, uniforms and equipments, fur- 
loughs, desertions, post canteens, ceremonies, 
pay and allowances, fags, music, and the in- 
numerable formalities which- govern every 
branch of an army life. The War Depart- 
ment has taken the greatest care preparing 
the new regulations. A board of three veter- 
an officers—Cols. Corbin, Gilmore, and Bab- 
cock, now serving as * 9 Adjutant-Gen- 
erals—were detailed to supervise the work. 
Gen. schofield has also gone over each step of 
the work, and thus the new book has been 
subjected to the most rigid scrutiny. 
The regulations will embody the experience of 
about 100 years of army life. Baron 
Steuben, a German nobleman, who was the 
drilimaster of our Revolationary troops, 
made the first regulations. In 1821 Gen. 
Winfield Scott prepared the first systematic 
act of regulations. Care has been taken to 
base the regulations strictly upon the text of 
original orders, laws, etc., so that the per- 
‘sonality of the revisers might not find ex- 
pression, This has confine the book to a 
succinct statenent of actugl orders and laws, 
with the la literally preserved as free- 
ly as possible, book will cover about 
275 pages.

Reduction of Nearly $8,000,000 for Twenty 
Days of This Month. 

Wasutineror, D. C., Oct. 20.—The Treasury 
receipts during the twenty days of the present 
month amounted to $12,874,858 and the dis- 
bursements $20,577,000, leaving a deficit 
for the twenty days of 57,702,142. The 
deficit for the fiscal year amounted to $8,- 
482,205. The pension payments since June 
30 amounted to $46,041.847. The vash 
balance in the Treasury at the close of busi- 
ness today was $113,026,771; gold reserve, 
$59,842,451.

Touching Legal Termination of 
Service in Pension Cases.

It is held a determination 
of the commeneement of service by the War De- 
partment from its records after ll considera- 
tion of the law and the facts, in any claim

Leisenring’s standing as a business-man had 
been used to little advantage by the forger, 
the amount he obtained being small.

‘MILE RATE ON CARS. 
AOTION AT MEETING or WESTERN 
ROADS AT sr. LOUIS. 


Six Mills Per Car Per Mile Run on Freights 
Will Be Allowed Private Companies 
After Nov, 1<Existing Contracts Will 
Be Respected—Indicted Santa Fe Offi- 
ctals and Shippers Have Not Furnished 
BaileMinority Representation to Se 
Barred in Atchison Election. 


Probably the most important action taken 
by the meeting of Presidents and General 
Managers of Western roads at St. Louis last 

k, next to the adoption of the pass agree- 
ment, was that in regard to the mileage rate 
on private and interchangeable freight cars. 
Up to about six months the rate paid by rail- 
road companies for the use of private or 
other freight cars not owned by them was 
three-quarters of a cent per car per mile. 
This proved very costly to the railroads and 
the owners of private stock, refrigerator, and 
tank cars, and the fast freight lines which 
have cars of théir own grew rich from 
the large sums received as mileage 
from the railroads for the use 
of their cars. About six months ago the 
managing officers of the Western railroads 
heida meeting and agreed to reduce the 
freight car mileage charge to one-half cent 
per mile. It was soon found that on account 
of the Eastern rouds continuing to pay three- 
quarters cent per car per mile the new agree- 
ment could not be successfully carried out 
until a uniform rate through from the Rocky 


Mountains to the Atlantic seaboard was 
n. Efforts were then made to in- 
duce tne Eastern roads to adopt the one-half 


cent per mile rate, but these lines would not 
go as low as thatand at a conference meeting 
between representatives of the Eastern and 
Western lines held in New York Oct. 10 it 
was agreed to recommend to make 
the charge six mills per car per mile 
to be applied alike to all freight cars, until 
such time as a straight per diem could be 
adopted. 

members of the conference committee 
reported at the St. Louis meeting what had 
been done at New York and added the infor- 
mati n that the Chicago Great Western had 
repudiated the 4¢ cent per car per mile agree- 
ment and resumed the allowance of % cent 
per car per mile for the use of tank line cars. 
The latter curs are mostly owned by the 
Standard Oil company. A notice of with- 
‘drawal from the entire mileage agreement 
had also been received from the S800 line. 
As the latter connects with the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway ata point west of Regina and

the Chi reat Western connects 
with the line at Minnesota Transfer 
a through line from the Atlantic 


to the Pacific was obtainable by shippers in 
tank line cars at the former rate of three- 
fourths cent per mile. Asa repnesentative of 
the Union Taok Line company (Standard 
Oil), was known to be in St. Louis, the com- 
mittee was instructed to confer with him. 
Next morning the committee reported that it 
was unable to make any impression upon the 
representative of the Standard Oil company 
and that the latter insisted upon its pound 
of flesh. 

The meeting therefore addressed itself to 
the report of the conference committee, and, 
after discussion, unanimously adopted the 
following resolution: 

Resolved, That the report of the committee be 
received and adopted, and the rate of mile- 
age paid for freight cars shall not excedd six 
mills per car per mile run, loaded or empty, 
from and after Nov. 1, 1894. In case there are 
existing contracts at higher rates, those shall be 
repo to the Commissioner, and all lines 
shali be at liberty to meet the mileage rates en- 
‘forced by such contracts. That tne committee be 
continued for the purpose of devising methods 
for the practical adoption of the per diem sys- 
tem of compensation forthe use of freight cars 
in connection with other committees from the 
lines in eastern and southern territory. as well as 
the American Railway Association, and that this 
committee be further instructed to report oa the 
practicability of a speedy reduction of mileage 
on refrig >rators. 

The effect of the above action is to permit 
all parties to the car mileage agreement, west 
of Chicago and St. Louis, on and after Nov. 
1 ensuing. to allow 744 mills per mile for the 
use of tank line cars, if they so desire, inas- 
much as obtigations at that rate have already 
been reported by the Chicago Great Western 
and the 800 Line. It also sanctiuns tne 
allowance of contract mileage rates on re- 
frigerator cars, inasmuch as contracts in that 
respect are admitted. Ou all other descrip. 
tions of freight equipment it proposes that, 
commencing Nov. 1, 1804, the rate of mile- 


vided the roads comprised in joint committee 
territory—naimely: east of St. Louis and Chi- 
cago and north of the Ohio River, adopt the 
same rates. In other words, as the roads that 
were committed to a rate of five mills as 
sonted to an advance to six mills per mile 
solely for the purpose of obtaining uniform- 
ity with their Eastern connections; until that 
end is obtained the existing rate of five milis 
will be continued. 


HAVE NOT FURNISHED BAIL YET. 


Indicted Santa Fe Officials and Shippers 
Allowed to Come In by Themselves. 

None of the railway officials and shippers 
indicted last Friday by the Federal grand 
jury for violation of the inter-State com- 
merce law have as yet furnished bail, nor has 
any attempt been made to arrest them. Yes- 
terday morning A. H. Veeder, representing 
Nelson Morris, called at the office of District- 
Attorney Dixon and stated that his client was 
in Europe. He said that as soon as Mr. Mor- 
ris returns he will give bail. Mr. Dixon said 
this was satisfactory to the government. 
Traffic Manager J. A. Hanley of the San- 
ta Fé also called to give bail, but Mr. 


Dixon was not prepared for him. Mr. 
Hanley was told to come in. Monday 
morning with bondsmen. Mr. Jenkins 


of theG. H. Hammond company was also 
heard from through his attorneys, and he was 
told also to come in Monday. The amount of 
bail on the various indictments is yet to be 
fixed by Judge Grosscup, and the Judge was 
not in court yesterday. Isaac Thompson, the 
indicted cattie dealer of Kansas City, has not 
et been heard from. Ex-President J. W. 
inhart is believed to be in Boston, and Mr. 
Dixon said yesterday that he would not be 
sent for, but would be allowed to come in 
himself. 
‘Receiver Aldace F. Walker of the Santa Fé 
returned from St. Louis yesterday, and being 
N his opinion as regards the indictments 
said: 
Everything which I have seen and heard tends 
to show that the E of an indictment 
against Mr. Reinhart is entirely unwarranted. At 
the time of the transactions in question Mr. Rein- 
hart was General Auditor of the company, hav- 
ing his office in Boston, and he not only did not 
participate in the commercial business of the 
company. but so farasIcan learn he has been 
nap eg ed opposed to the policy of securing 
usiness by concessions to shippers. As far as 
Mr. Hanley is concerned the indictment also 
seems to have been founded on mistake. I am 
informed that, although he was the freight traffic 
manager of the company at the time, the live 
ape transactions in question were not handled 
y him. 


MINORITY REPRESENTATION BARRED. 


Atchison Reorganizatian Committee Cer- 
tain te Carry the Election. 
It is now certain that the regular Reorgan- 
ization committee of the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé railroad company will achieve 
aneasy victory at the annual meeting of 
stockholders at Topeka next Thursday, hav- 
ing secured more than one-half of the proxies 
of all the stock of the company. From what 
can be learned the opposition or Protective 
committee will make no further effort to 
capture the entire board, but will confine itself 
to a fight for minority representation, with a 
view of getting one or two of its men on the 
rd. lo accomplish this the Protective 
committee will ask that a cumulative vote be 
cast, so, as to be able to vote all 
the proxies held by them for one or 
two men and elect. There is but little prospect, 
however, that this scheme will work. Promi- 
nent railroad attorneys, well posted on At- 
chison affairs, suy a cumulative vote cannot 
be cast. The Atchison charter was obtained 
when Kansas was yet a Territory, and cumu- 
lative voting was not thought of at that 
time.

NORTHERN PACIFIC CERTIFICATES. 


Brayton Ives Will Bid for the Entire Five 
Million Dollars Issue. 

Miiwavxer, Wis., Oct. 20.—[Special.]— 
That Brayton Ives intends to stand by the re- 
ceivers of the Northern Pacific railroad and 
to carry out the assurances of céoperation 
made by Counsel Pettit will be evidenced in 
the United States Court Monday, when Mr. 
Ives will put in a bid for the entire new issue 
of 65,000,000 receivers’ certificates at a low 
rate of interest. The amount of interest was 
the only question raised by the Northern 
Pacific company against the issue of certifi- 
cates, Mr. Ives and his associates believing 
that the rate the receivers thought neceseary,a 
fraction over 6 per cent, was too high. 
It is expected that there wil! be several bids, 
but as it is understood that Ives’ bid will be 
nearly as low da 2 per cent there is little prob- 
ability that the certificates wiil go outside of 
the company. Another phase of the Northern 
Pacific receivership suit will be heard in the 
Federa Court Monday. It will be a petition 
of the second and third mortgage bondhold- 
ers to become parties to the suit in order to 

rotect their interests. They claim the 

armers’ Loan and Trust company has so 
mauy interests to care for that it is not giving 
proper attention to their interests. It is 
charged that this is another scheme of Bray- 
ton Ives to get more direct representation in 
the suits. 


NEW ROAD IN BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


Canadian Capitalists Reaching for Cariboo 
Geld Mining District. 


Monrreat, Que., Oct. 20.—[Special.]—Mr. 
D. D. Mann of this city has just returned 
from British Columbia. The object of his 
trip was to determine the best route for a 
railway from a point on the Canadian Pacific 
to Barkerville, a distance of 280 miles in the 
heart of the Cariboo gold mining district. 
Last session Mr. Mann and other capitalists 
obtained a charter. The projected road, 
which presents many engineering difficulties, 
will traverse the gold range. The region is 
practically a sea of mountains, but here and 
there on the table lands or in the valleys 
ranchers and their herds thrive amazingly. 
Mr. Mann has returned with the conviction 
that the railway project is quite feasible and 
will recommend that construction work shall 
be commenced next spring. Under favorable 
circumstances the railway could be built in 
three years.

Object to Foreclosure Praceedine«. 


CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 20.—[Special.}—The suit 
of the Central Trust company of New York 
against the Valley railway company was begun 
before Judge Ricks in the United States Court 
today. The first mortgage is to secure bonds to 
the amount of $1,600,000 dated 1879 and matur- 
ing in 1906. This city holds a large block of the 
bonds on which the interest has been defaulted 
regularly. There are $4,000,000 of consolidated 
bonds, but of that amount $1,600,000 has n 
reserved to meet the first mortgage bonds at ma- 
turity. What is known as the committee of in- 
tervening bondholders is com of M. T. Her- 
rick, G. S. Newcomb. J. J. Sullivan, and J. F. 
Whitelaw. They will oppose the efforts of the 
Central Trust company to ferce a sale of the 
road. believing that the line, if managed rightly, 
is a dividend payer. 


‘ Joliet Fighting the Ratlroad«, 

Jouret, III., Oct. 20.—{Special.]—Two weeks 
ago the city commenced suits against the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island and Pacific, Elgin, Joliet 
and Eastern, Chicago and Alton, Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé, Michigan Central, and 
Calumet and Blue Island railroads for failure to 
obey an ordinance passed compelling the roads 
to elevate their tracks. Every road was fined 
$100 perday. Today suits against the Calumet 
and Blue Island were dismissed, as they have 
signed an agreement to elevate their tracks as 
soon as the other roads do. Being only a branch 
it would be impossible for them to elevate their 
tracks until the other roads do. 


REPORT: OF ILLINOIS AROHITEOTS. 


Progress ofthe Local Chapter of the Ameri- 
@an Institute Set Forth. 

The Illinois Chapter of the American Insti- 
tute of Architects has sub zitted its annual 
report for 1894 as follows: 

Since our last report the chapter has continued 
to make steady progress, and has by its influence 
done much to advance the interests of the pro- 
fession and of the community. The full number 
of ten regular monthly meetings have been held 
with an average attendance df twenty-six. 
Among the most important subjects to which 
this chapter has lent its attention and influence 
are the following: The successful effort to sup- 
press the irregular methods ef appointing Chica- 
‘go building inspectors under the new ordi- 
nance: the assistance given by it to the American 
Institute of Architects in the matter of the 
controversy between that body and the Sescre- 
tary of the Treasury; its action in protesting 
against the proposed plan for a new Cook County 
building and in electing a standing Committee 
on Public Buildings and Grounds. Among the 
interesting and instructive papers read before 
our meetings may be mentioned those on ** Cer- 
amics,’’ Timber; Its Use and Abuse,” Land- 
scape Gardening.“ Expert Decision of Competi- 
tions, and The Responsibility of the Architect 
to the Community as the Conservator of Good 
Architecture.”’ 

During the year we have found it desirable to 
increase the space occupied by eur Institute of 
Building Arts, and its usefulness has been in- 
creased by the first annual Chicago Building 
Trades and Material Exhibit, the success of which 
was most pronounced. The interest in this exhib- 
it was heightened by the n of ninety-two 
diplomas and bronze medals to deserving exhbib- 
iters, while eleven received honorable mention. 
We have also furnished and equipped a new 
and commodious meeti room for the chapter 
and made several desirable amendments to our 
constitution and by-laws regulating the sub- 
ject of membership. We have by our efforts and 
encouragement assisted the Chicago Architect- 
ural Sketch club with its annual exhibit, and 
have voted a gald medal to be awarded each year 
to the member of that association exhibiting the 
most meritorious work, from an architectural 
standpoint, at the annual exhibition. The medal 
was this year awarded to Mr. Hugh M. G. Garden 
for a Study for an Office Building. 

Beginning the year with a regular membership 
of seventy-six, we now have upon our roll eighty- 
one regular and two honorary members. Our 
numbers have been increased by the election of 
ten new members, while three have allowed their 
membership to expire under the section of our 
constitution which provides that ** Membership 
as an associate shall cease after two years, un- 
less the associate member shall become a regular 
member by virtue of a fellowship in the Ameri- 
can Institute of Architects.“ BY death we have 
lost two of our number—Mr. Augustus Bauer, ex- 
President of this chapter; and Mr. William 
Henri Adams. The American Institute of Archi- 
tects has the earnest support of this chapter in 
its efforts toward securing better national legis- 
lation regarding government work.

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IOWA’S ATTORNEY-GENERAL PASSES 
ON KNOTTY LAW POINTS. 


Three-fourths Clause Not in Conflict with 
Statutes, but Coinsurance Clause Is Un- 
lawfal=Some New Questions Are De- 
cided=Brokers’ Licenses Refused on 
Novel Ground Work of the New York 
Fire PatroleNews of the Insurance 
World Interesting to Underwriters. 


Attorney-General John Y. Stone of Iowa 
has given ap opinion on several questions of 
importance to insurance men. It is in reply 
to questions propounded by Auditor C. G. 
McCarthy, and the Attorney-General has spent 
a good deal of time in lookmg up the laws of 
Iowa bearing on the points raised. It is on 
the question of writers for insurance policies 
principally that the opinions are given. On 
the three-fourths value clause the Attorney- 
General is of the opinion that it does not con- 
flict with the laws of Iowa. The 80 per cent 
coinsurance clause, however, he holds is in 
direct conflict with the provisions of the law 
in that it provides explicitly the insured 
shall maintain insurance to the extent of 
four-fifths the value of the property 
in almost the same language that the law uses 
in forbidding its being incorporated in the 
policy. As for the three-fourths value clause, 
however, he says the effect of the clause is to 
provide the highest limited insurance and not 
the lowest and to stipulate the companies 
shall not insure the property for any more 
than its actual worth. The vacancy clause, 
which provides the insurance shall be reduced 
one-third durmg the time it is unoccupied, he 
holds is not in conflict with the provisions of 
the statute. Mr. Stone passes upon two new 
points, however, the return premium agree- 
ment and the salvage clause, neither of which 
is in general use. These ciauses with the opin- 
ions he gives are quoted herewith:

Eminent attorneys have given it as 
their opinion the reduced rate clause does not 
conflict with the anti-coinsurance laws of 
Missouri. The only difference between the 
return premium agreement which the Iowa 
Attorney-General has passed on and the Mis- 
souri reduced rate clause is the latter contem- 
plates pay reduced premiums to the as- 
sured at the inning of the term of insur- 
ance, while the former provides for a return 
at the expiration of the policy. 


REFUSED THEM BROKERS’ LICENSES, 


Two Applications Possessing Some Points 
of Interest Are Passed Upon. 

A case of some interest to insurance men 
and one involving knotty technicalities came 
up yesterday before the Committee of Mem- 
bership of the local board. It was that of a 
husband who asked for broker’s license. His 
wife is the owner of a shoe store, and he is 
supported by her, to some extent at least. 
The question was if he could properly be ad- 
mitted to membership as a broker. A de- 
cision in the affirmative would permit a mer- 
chant or business-man to have his wife be- 
come a broker, and place his business through 
her and secure commissions on it. There was 
another case also up, that of a woman who 
asked for a broker’s license. She had been a 
broker under the old board, having succeeded 
her husband who had died. She has since 
married again, and she now asks a broker's 
license from she new board. Both requests 
were refused.

‘Organization Declared to Have Been 


| Against Public Policy. 


The Appellate Court bas sustained the de- 
cision of Judge Windes that the Chicago Ice 
Exchange was an organization against public 
policy. The decision of the Cireuit Judge 
was based on two suits heard before him 
against Seth Piper, che Treasurer of the ex- 
change, one by Griffin & Connelly and the 
other by Esch Bros. & Raab, the former 
to recover $750 and the latter $500, In 
July, 1884, nineteen large ice dealers formed 
the exchange for the purpose of regulating 
the price of ice. It was to be continued to 
April 1, 1885, but by vote it was carried on 
until dissolved in April, 1891. Each member 
was to pay $50 for each wagon run and $5 
annual dues for every wagon. At the disso- 
lution of the exchange the funds were to be 
distributed among the members iu good 
standing. March 16, 1889, Griffin 
& Connelly resigned and March 8, 

ros“ & Raab were 
lied from the exchange. Both con- 
eded that the contract between the members 
was contrary to public policy and void, but 
claimed they were entitled to recover their 
share because the contract was never actually 
erecuted and that the money they paid for 
membership fees had never been used to 
carry out the pur of the exchange, but 
remained in the hand ands of the Treasurer as 
stakeholder. Judge Gary of the Appellate 
Court holds that the money paid in vy Bese 
piaintiffs did not remain intact, but has 
mingled with other funds, out of which ex- 
penses have been paid and of which large in- 
vestments have been made in bonds for use 
of the association. The money they had paid 
in was effectively used for the purpose of 
the association as a bond of union among 
the members to keep them up to their pledges 
for concerted action in preventing A serine 20 
tion. The theory that as the money was still 
in the possession of Piper 1 ed there 
was a place for repentance by ‘the plaintiffs 
was not well taken.

He Has Been Putting It ‘Together for 
Twenty Years or More and Now It In- 
cludes Such Portraits as Washington’s, 


Lincoln’s, Grant’s, Thackeray's, Napo- | 


leon’s, Tom Paine’s, and Edwin Booth’s 


=Gathered in Queer Places and Amid 


Queer Experiences=Grim but Lifelike. 

Ever since I have known Mr. Laurence 
Hutton, and 1 think that our acquaintance 
covers a period of about twenty years, he has 
been collecting masks—death masks and life 
masks. He began even before that, some- 
where in the’60s. His now famous collec- 
tion, which is said to be the most nearly com- 
plete and largest of its kind in the world, had 
its beginning in a dust-bin. In this strange 
receptacle six casts were found by a small 
boy, who sold them toa dealer in phreno- 
logical casts, from whom in turn Mr. Hatton 


bought them. ; ‘ 
These formed the nucleus of the collection 


of which he writes in this handsome volume 
which Messrs. Harper & Bros. have about 
ready for publication. 

The earliest masks in Mr. Hutton’s collec- 
tion are replicas of those of Dante, made, 
perhaps, in the first part of the fourteenth 
ceatury, and of Tasso, made at the end of the 
sixteenth century. The latest mask is that of 
Edwin Booth, who died only a few months 
ago. Thoy range, says Mr. Hutton, from 
Sir Isaac Newton, the wisest of men, to Sam- 
bo, the lowest type ot the American negro; 
from Oliver Cromwell to Henry Clay; from 
Bonaparte to Grant; from Keats to Leoperdi; 
from Pius IX. to Thomas Paine; from Ben 
Caunt, the prize-fighter, to Thomas Chalmers, 
the light of the Scottish pulpit.” With the 
exception of two or three copied from the 
originals in the Hohenzollern Museum, all of 
Mr. Hutton’s casts have been gathered after 
many years of patient and pleasant research 
in the studios, the curiosity re my and the 
plaster shops of most of the capitals of Europe 
and America.”’ 

The story of the search for these masks, with 
an account of the means taken to identify 
them, would make a book of the size of the 
present volume, says this collector. In the 
matter of the great majority of the masks the 
difficulties were very great. Hardly 1 per 
cent of the hundreds of biographers whose 
works Mr. Hutton has consulted ever refer to 
the taking of mask in life, or after death, and 
there is absolutely no literature which is de- 
voted to the subject. 

Sheridan’s Hand. 


„The cast of Sheridan’s hand,” says Mr. 
Hutton, is often alluded to, the mask of his 
dead face is nowhere mentioned ; and yet there 
appears to be no doubt that both were taken. 

cast of his head has been compared care- 
fully with all the existing portraits; it has 
been examined by experts in portraiture; 
phrenologists have described the character of 
the man most accurately from its bumps and 
its physiognomy; it was certainly made from 
nature; it is toc like Sheridan to have been 
made from the nature of any other man, and 
yet there is no record of its having 
been made. No surviving member of the 
family of Coleridge had ever heard of the 
existence of his death mask until my copy 
was discovered, but they all accept itas gen- 
uine; and 1 recognized Mr, Ernest Hartley 
Coleridge once in the corridor of a London 
club by his wonderful resemblancein features 
and in the shape of his head to the mask of 
his grandfather.”’ 

A number of Mr. Hutton’s masks were 
broken in the custom-house in New York. 
One of Hlihu Burritt’s was broken beyond 
recognition. Even Gen, di Cresnola could 
not have restored its unrelated parts. To 
this taleof woe Mr. Hutton adds this interest- 
ing statement: Upon these, notwithstand- 
ing their condition, and upon all the im ported 
masks, I paid a duty of 55 per centum upon 
a valuation assessed usually at 25 per centum 
above what I swore was their value in Europe; 
the eustom-house charges of various kinds 
being in many instances larger than the 
original cost of the casts themselves. So far 
as | understand I was taxed in this matter in 
order to protect the ghosts of the plasterers 
of America, who could not have made these 
casts oven if they had so wished.” 3 

Truer than a Portrait. 
This was before the revised tariff bill was 
passed. Now Mr. Hutton’s casts would prob- 
ably come in free as works cf art. 

The value of a plaster cast is its absolute 
truth. It is not like a portrait in oil, which 
may owe its attractions to the imaginations of 
the artist, or the photograph, which can be 
** Fetouched into a thing of beauty. It shows 
the subject, says Mr. Hutton, not only as he 
was, not only as others saw him in the actual 
flesh, but as he saw himself. And in the case 
of the death mask particularly, it shows the 
subject often as he permitted no one but him- 
selfto see himself. He does not pose; he 
does not ‘try to look pleasant.’ In his mask 
he is seen, as it were, with the mask off.“ 


The Life Mask. 


Death-masks are much more common than 
life-masks for the reason that taking the mold 
of the living face is very unpleasant to the 
subject: ** In order to prevent the adhesion of 
the plaster a strong lather of . and water, 
or more frequently a small quantity of oil, is 
applied to the hair and to the beard. This 
will explain the flat and unnatural appear 
ance of the familiar mustache and imperial 
in the case of Napoleon III. In some in- 
stances, as that of Keats, a napkin is placed 
over the hair. The face is then moistened 
with sweet oil; quills are inserted into the 
nostrils in order that the victim may breathe 
during the operation, or else openings are left 
in the plaster for that — of 

I cannot say that I have felt very hilarious 
while looking over the reproduction of seventy 
of Mr. Hutton’s masks giveninthis book. 
They are very depressing to look at, for so 
many of them wear an agonized expression. 
There are some, however, whose expression is 
downright cheerful, notably those of David 
Garrick and Mendelssohn. Those of Gen. 
Sherman, Dion Boucicault, and Lawrence 
Barrett appear more natural than do most of 
the collections. 

It gives me a very strange sensation to look 
at the death masks of these men whom , 
knew in their lifetime, and that not so long 
ago. The life masks are much more satis- 
factory as portraits than those taken after 
death. It is a life mask of Edwin Booth that 
prefaces this volume. It was made in 1864 
by John Rogers, and is admirable as a like-. 
ness. Augustus St. Gaudens made a cast of 
his face after death, but his family prefer 
that it should not be made public. death 
mask shows the features drawn and shrunken 
and is therefore not so true as the other. 


Thackeray’s Mask. 


The cast of Thackeray’s face is not pleasant 
to look upon, no one would be less will- 
ing to have it looked upon than the sensitive 
novelist himself. It was made by Brucciani 
on the day of his death and the cast of the 
right hand was made at the same time, Ihe 
cast of the face of Malibran, the great singer, 
is a most singular one. It not only looks like 
a man’s face, but like that of a negro, the 
mouth being very large with very thick lips. 

At least two plaster casts were made from 
the tag face of Washington. The first, by 
Joseph Wright, in 1783, was broken by the 
nervous artist before it was dry, and the 
subject absolutely and, it is whispered, pro- 
fanely, refused to submit to the unpleasant 
operation again. The second was made by 
Houdon, the celebrated French sculptor, in 
1785, and from it was modeled the familiar 
bust which bears Houdon’s name. 


Washington and Lincoln. 


The original Houdon mask of Washington 
is now in the possession of Mr. W. W. Story 
in his studio in Rome. He traces it directly 
trom Houdon’s hands, and naturally he prizes 
it very highly. It has been preserved with 
great care, and of it he says there is no 
question that it was made from the living face 
ot Washi u, and that therefore it is the 
most absolutely authentic representation of 
the actual forms and features of his face that 
exists. Inall respects, any portrait which 
materially differs from it must be wrong.” 
Mr. Story cannot account for the fact that the 
sculptor opened the eye of Washing ton in the 
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mas * 

Two life masks were also taken from the 
face of Lincoln and with less annoyance than 
Washington must have endured. One was 
taken by Leonard W. Volk in Chicago in the 
spring of 1860 and one by Clark Mills three 
or four years later. That by Mr. Volk is re- 
produced by Mr. Hutton. 

According to Mr. Volk’s account of the tak- 
ing of the mask, printed in the Century Mag 
azine, Lincoln sat naturally in the chair dur- 
ing the operation, watching in a mirror every 
move made by the scuiptor, as the er 
was put on without interference with eye- 
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coin’s face in existence. I have watched 
many at eye fill while lookmg at it for the 
first time; to many minds it has been 4 reve- 
lation; aud I turn to it myselt more quickly 
and more often than toany of the others when 
I want comfort and help.“ 

The cast of Keats’ face which Mr. Hutton 
reproduces was wade during life, and Severn 
believes that it was made by Haydon. 
ever made it, it is an admirabie likeness of 
the poet. Severn thought it the best portrait 
of his friend iu existence. I am very glad 
that Mr. Hutton has made this collection be- 
cause it is most interesting and valuable, but 
I should rather he owred it than that I did.

FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE IN INDIA. 


Interesting Report of Her Work at the 
Buda Pesth Convention. 

Among the mbst interesting papers read at 
the recent International Congress of Hygiene 
at Buda Pesth was one on Village Sanita- 
tion in India, by the renowned Florence 
Nightingale. Followimg is an extract from 
the paper, reprinted from the Humanitarian: 

The Hindoo religion enjoins so much purity 
and cleanliness that the influence of religious 
teachers and of the caste Panchdyats (or 
councils) might be usefully appealed to. 
With a gentle and affectionate people like the 
Hindoos much may be accomplished by per- 
sonal influence, I can give a striking instance 
within my own knowledge. Inthe Bomtay 
Presidency there was a village which had for 
long years been decimated by cholera. For 
long years the government had in vain been 
trying to move the village. No,“ they said, 
“they would not go; they had been there 
since the time of the Mahrattas; it was a 
sacred spot; and they would not move now.“ 
At last, and not long ago, a Sanitary Com- 
missioner—now, alas! dead—who by wise 
sympathy, practical knowledge, and skill 
had conquered the confidence of the pec- 
ple, went to the Panchdyat, explained 
to them the case, and urged them to 
move to a spot which be pointed out to them 
as safe and accessible. By the very next 
morning it had all been settled as he advised. 
The government in India is very powerful 
and great things may be accomplished by 
official authority, but in such delicate mat- 
ters affecting the homes and customs of a very 
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conservative people almost more may be done 
by personal influence, exercised with kindly 
sympathy and respect for the prejudices of 
others. 

There remains to notice the important de- 
velopment in connection wich the Seventh In- 
ternational Congress of Hygiene and Demog- 
raphy held in London in 1891, when a trop- 
ical section was organized in order to deal 
with the special conditions affecting health 
and disease in hot climates. On that occasion 
the Princes and people of India showed a very 
active interest in the health movement, con- 
siderable sums were contributed to the ex- 
penses of the congress, delegates were ap- 
pointed, and, under the auspices of the Peona 
Sarvajanik Sabha, valuable papers were con- 
tributed by Messrs. Kirtikar, Ghole, and 
Dhurandar, bearing upon the question of vil- 
lage sanitation in India. A very influential 
committee was formed under the chairman- 


ship of Sir Douglas Galton, K. C. B. Discus- 


sions were held on the insanitary condition of 
Indian villages and an important memoran- 
dum was presented by the committee. This 
memorandum set forth that the insanitary 
condition of the rural villages in India is a 
very serious evil and that active measures are 
required to obviate the existing injary to pub- 
lic heaith, 

It appeared that of twenty-six lakhs of 
rupees raised by village cesses for works of 
public utility, including sanitary improve- 
ments, only three lakhs were spent on village 
sanitation and water supply. In their opinion 
the removal of the present sanitary evils in 
the rural villages was the tirst necessity as re- 
gards those villages and they desired to urge 
on the authorities that reasonable sauitary 
improvements in each village should be re- 
garded as a first charge on the cess raised in 
that village. 


ON THE SITE OF ANOIENT TROY. 


Among the Most Noteworthy Architectural 
Antiquities in the World. 

The Reichsanzeiger of Sept. 20 publishes a 
report on the excavations which have been 
conducted during 1894 at Hisearlik, the hill 
in which Dr. Schliemann made his remark- 
able discoveries on what he believed to be the 
site of ancient Troy. The Emperor William 
granted 30,000 marks out of the Prussian 
royal treasury for the purpose of carrying on 
and bringing toa close the investigation of 
the scientists engaged in the work. The 
principal task this year was the laying bare of 
the entire fortified wall in the sixth layer of 
the ruins, and the removal of débris from the 
buildings discovered in the enceinte of the 
western and eastern portions of the 
fortification. This object has been ac- 
complished. In the portions brought 
to light the city walls are found to be in a re- 
markable state of preservation. Besides nu- 
merous doors, towers, and buildings in the 
inner citadel a large number of storerooms 
have been excavated in the sixth layer, and 
countless articles of pottery, most notable 
among Which is a fountain, have been found; 
while many graves belonging to the ancient 
Greek period have been laid bare. The re- 
sults of this year’s work are regarded as being 
of the most satisfactory character. In the 
majority of cases, says the report in conclu- 
sion, so wel] preserved and striking in their 
appearance are ‘the buildings in the sixth 
layer that the remains of ancient Troy must 
be classed among the most noteworthy archi- 
tectural antiquities in the world, 

Dr. Schliemann undertook to excavate the 
hill of Hissarlik at his own expense twenty- 
three years ago, and unearthed a treasure of 
vases and various ornaments of gold which 
he believed belonged to Priam, the Trojan 
Kmg. But the results of his labors were 
looked upon, if not with suspicion, yet witha 
small degree of confidence. It was said that 
he had but ateiaentally hit upon the site of 
some unknown Hunnic settlement or Lydian 
town. The archwologists of the day have, 
however, been forced to admit that these la- 
borious excavations are gradually opening up 
the mysteries of the mythic Troy. ques- 
tion whether the Ilium Vetus of the historical 
period, which was visited by Xerxes and by 
Alexander the Great, was on the same site as 
the city of Priam has never yet been settled. 
Let us hope that the excavations which are 
now so rapidly progressing under the patron- 
age of the German Emperor will inform us 
more fully regarding old Priam and his 
ancient city. *

INNOVATION IN ORUROH OBSERV- 
-ANOB COMING TO CHICAGO. 


Separate Cup fer Each Communicant, Car- 
ried to Him on a Tray—Fastidiousness 
and Fear of Disease Inspired the Idea, 
Which Already Has Been Adopted by 
Some Kastern Churches=What Some 
Chicago Clergymen Think of IteSome 
of Those in Use. 1 

Church-going people in the vicinity of Chi- 
cago are about to be introduced to, and, possi- 
bly, made familiar with, a somewhat radical 
innovation affecting church services—the use 
of the individual communion cup. The 
„fad,“ if it may be so termed without giving 
offense, has already taken root in Boston and 
New York, and those who have the right 
to be best informed in such matters 
say that it is growing and bearing fruit, de- 
spite its extreme youth. To be sure, only one 
church at the Hub and only one at Gotham 
has seen fit to take it up; but the movement 
is only four months old, and the orders for 
the indiyidual cups are increasing in the one 
factory in the United States where the goods 
are made, 

It appears that the idea had its origin in the 
mind of a sensitive person, sex not given, in 
Boston. This discriminating individual, be- 
ing something of a scientist as well as a stick- 
ler for the niceties of life, discovered or im- 
agined that the bacilli of disease were trans- 
ferred from one communicant to ancther by 
contact with a common communion cup. Be 
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that as it may, the individual cup has become 
a realty, and where in use is said, in the 
every day language of commerce, to give ex- 
cellent satisfaction. 

Just how Chicago worshipers will receive it 
remains, of course, to be seen; but, assuming 
that human nature is the same here as eise- 
where, it may be assumed that the new idea 
will get a respectful greeting and fair trial. 
The manufacturers of the new ecclesiastical 
silverware have openeda branch through 
their Western agents, a well-known jewelry 
firmon State street, which has already re- 
ceived an order for 000 of the individual 
cups. The giver of the order is a leading of- 
ficial of a big Western railroad and it is pre- 
sumed, in the absence of information to the 
contrary, that he intends to present the cups 
to influential, churches along the line of his 
road. 

The adminuistermg of communion in the 
various denominations is so familiar that it 
need not be described in detail, but it seems 
necessary to call attention to the fact that in 
the Episcopals churches the chalice is not suf- 
fered to pass from the hands of the officiating 

riest into the grasp of the commenicant. In 

act the priest regards the position of the 
vessel in his own hands as a point of 
the utmost importance, and it is not impos- 
sible that he would consider the sacrament 
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shorn of part of its efficacy if he 7 
his hand to so much as slip from its hold upon 
the “Knop” ol the chalice. Presbyterians, 
Methodists, Baptists, and the rest have no 
such minutie of detail, but it is not difficult 
to imagine that even in their case the use of 
the individual cup would eutail a marked 
change in formality. There would be no call 
to the front seats or the chancel 
rail for participation in the last 
supper. ne officer of the church 
would pass the bread. Then another officer of 
the church, carrying in his hand one of the 
several cup-stands, would circulate among 
the members of the congregation, each com- 
municant selecting — drinking from his 
own cup, or rather from one which no other 
communicant had put to his lips. Each of 
the many cups—some of the stands hold fifty 
—is fashioned to hold one-sixteenth of a pint. 
This is more than the customary sip, so it is 
not intended that the cup shall be filled; 
rather that a sip shall be placed in each and 
that each partaker shall drain a cup; other- 
wise no assurance could be had that each cup 
was used only once. Having communicants’ 
names engraved on the cups is not as yet part 
of the general plan. 

None of the new cups is what strict church-

Churvh walking down the aisle carrymg an 
oak stand or any other kind of a stand con- 
taining fifty cups.

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OHAPTER OF FRENOH HISTORY. 


Count of Paris Intend te Become 
an American Citizen? 

Le Correspondent, a French journal, in its 
last number contained an article headed: 
„Une Ame Royale et Chrétinne” by N. 
d’Hulst, the intimate friend of Comte de 
Paris, who was present at the Count’s death- 
bed and probably knew the dead Prince bet- 
ter than any one else of his home circle. 

It is not the political exile and his cause so 
muchas the Prince in his experience with 
life and in presence of death that furnish the 
subject of M. d’Hulst’s article. 

Itisa eulogy that with all its panegyric 
isso touching that it must call forth sym- 
pathy from all classes. 

For Americans it has a certain interest, as 
it proves that the dead Prince entertained 
high regard for America. 

After admitting that the grandson of Louis 
Philippe had no standing or prestige with the 
masses, M. d’Hulst asserts that the ab- 
sence of royal attributes and glitter was more 
than replaced by his solid, intellectual, and 
moral worth and his belief in his legal right 
to the throne of France. : 

With ali his admiration for his royal friend, 
M. d’Hulst is honest and does not deny 
that before 1870 the Prince, who had been 
educated in England and resided in America 
during part of the civil war, was open in his 
„ with the republic and had seriously 
planned to return to America, and with his 
family settle in the western part of the United 
States. 

“This is an absolute fact,“ continues M. 
d' Hulst. “I have heard it fram his own 
mouth during a walk we had in the for- 
est at Eu, together with one of his old com- 
rades in arms from the United States, Gen. 
Trobiand.”’ 

The Comte related that after his return 
from the civil war in America to England his 
aimless life at Twickenham was becoming 
unbearable. 

»The Countess participated in my feeling.“ 
he said. My children were small. Nothing 
in any way predicted to us the fall of the em- 
pire. The plebiscite of May 8, 1870, that 
followed the liberal evolution of Jan. 2 
seemed to us to guarantee its stability. The 
approaching war was a secret to all, with the 
exception of a few statesmen that were in the 
confidence of the French Cabinet and in the 
secret of Germany's preparation for war. All 
of this being unknown to us we made each 
other the promise that if in a year’s time our 
position was unchanged to leave Europe and 
become Settlers in the Far West of North 
America and to become American citizens. 
Six months later the war broke out. 

**] made several attempts to enter the French 
army and toserve France. My brother, more 
fortunate than I, succeeded in concealing his 
identity and made the campaign under the 
pseudonym Robert le Fort. Until the fall 
of the Commune 1 had only sympathy and 
feelings for the saving of France from the 
perils with which she was surrounded. 

Finally when I through the tolerance of 
the French Government was permitted to re- 
turn to my beloved France the 
time for our departure to America ap- 
proached, but fate willed that the day of our 
intended emigration the law against political 
exiles was abolished. My first duty was to 
my country and I prepared myself to serve

The 
yarn is too manifestly absurd to deceive any 
one. 


HOPKINS EVIL RECORD AS MAYOR. 

The Illinois statutes say that the Mayor 
** shall perform all such duties as are or may 
be prescribed hy law, or the city ordinances, 
and shall take care that the laws and or- 
dinances are faithfully executed.“ He is to 
see that the police perform their duties, pro- 
tecting persons and property. Heis to look 
after the sanitary condition of the city. He 
is to watch over the expenditure of the funds 
contributed by the taxpayers, and make sure 
that they are expended according to law, and 
economically. He is to satisfy himself that 
the employés of the city, whether appointed 
by himself or by his subordinates, do their 
work faithfully and earn their pay. 

Neither in the laws nor in the ordinances is 
there mention of any partisan political duties 
which a Mayor must perform. He is nowhere 
directed or authorized to use the policemen 
or other city employés for political purposes. 
It ie intimated nowhere that those em ployés 
shall be required to give up part of their sal- 
aries to a campaign fund under penolty 
of dismissal if they do not. It is stated no- 
where that the enforcement of the ordinances 
against gamblers and other criminals may 
be suspended if they will make month- 
ly Contributions to fill the coffers of 
a partisan committve. Nothing in the 
laws and ordinances requires the Mayor to 
engage in national politics and to drag all bis 
suvordinates in after him. It is not made 
one olf his duties to pick out a candidate for 
United States Senator and to order the city 
employés to work for him. 

The duties which the laws and ordinances 
impose on the Mayor are purely non-partisan. 
He is not obliged to work for free trade or 
against it. He is not told to take sides on the 
free silver question or to bother himself about 
Presidential candidates. But Mayor Hopkins 
is of a different opinion. He draws the salary 
of the office, but neglects its duties utterly. 

One would have imagined that, considering 
his clouded title and the fact that a majority 
of the - people of Chicago believe he is filling 
a position that belongs rightly to another 
man, and that he owes the Mayoralty to the 
repeaters of the Twenty-ninth Ward rather 
than to the legal voters of Chicago, he would 
have tried to make a creditable record so 
that tha people would pardon the irregulari- 
ties attending his election. That has not 
been the case, however. He seems to have 
acted on the assumption that not having been 
legally elected he is under no obligation to 
administer his office in the manner and for 
the purposes specified ty law. 

He has acted on the theory that he must de- 
vote all his time, all his energies, and all the 
means which his position places in his hands 
for the purpose of carrying on a free trade 
campaign. It was hisduty to pick out com- 
petent city employés. He has failed to do 
that, but has picked out a candidate for the 
United States Senate, and has ordered the 
men in the employ of the city to turn out and 
work for ‘him. The policemen have aban- 
doned their legitimate duties because Mr. 
Hopkins wants to shine in national politics. 
The pay-rolls are swollen in order that there 
may be more tax-eaters working for Mac- 
Veagh and free trade. 

Men who ought to be at work clerking or 
inspecting are ordered out to pad the registry 
books and to get mento naturalize and vote 
the Democratic ticket, no matter whether 
they have been here long enough to be citi- 
zens or not. Taxpayers ho ha ve business at 
the City Hall find no one there to attend to 
them. Those whose wages they pay are out 
working for the party. 

There ie not a single branch of the city 
service which the Mayor has not prostituted to 
partisan purposes. One sees the evidences of 
maeladministration every where—in the dirty, 
unpaved streets, in the filthy alleys, in the 
immunity of criminals, and the spoliation of 
citizens. Good municipal government has 
ceased to exist because the chief executive of- 
ficer gives up his time te national politics 
and to the building up of a Tammany of 
which he will be the autocrat. 

The reports of one of the Mayor’s own of- 
ficers show that there are thousands of men 
who have. no work because of the tariff policy 
of his party. Let he is abusing his position 
as Mayor to elect the ultra- free trader Mac- 
Veagh and thus increase the number of the 
unemployed. Taxpayers groan over their 
heavy taxes. Instead of seeking to reduce 
them the Mayor is using his position to fasten 
on the city the grip of a Tammany which 
will double and treble taxes. 

Hopkins wants to be reélected in April. A 
good man ambitious to succeed himself would 
try to make a good record by being the peo- 
ple's Mayor. That is not Hopkins’ method. 
He has negiected the legitimate duties of his 
position. He has converted the city employés 
into a set of worthless tax-eaters. He has 
tried to créate a machine with himeelf as its 
boss, and to run the city government as a 
ward boss does his henchmen. He wants to 
be the Kelly or the Croker or the Gilroy of 
Chicago. The peace, security, and prosperity 
of the people are as nothing to him. He is 
seeking to aggrandize himself personally and 
politically. 

If he succeeds this faliin electing his man 
Scales, thus tightening his grasp on the elec- 
tion machinery of the city, he will feel confi- 
dent of reélection next spring. Should he be 
chosen then the city would be even worse 

governed than it has been for the last uine 
months, But the people are weary of a Mayor 
who is a partisan and nothing else, and the de- 
cent Democrats have had enough of his mis-

A HINT TO FOREIGN-BORN VOTERS. 

There are 100,000 men of foreign birth in 
this county who voted for Cleveland two 
years ago, or would have voted for him had 
they been naturalized. All of them who did 
vote cast their ballots for Democratic candi- 
dates. This year some of those men are go- 
ing to vote for Populist candidates, and some 
for Republicans, but the Democratic machine 
claims, perhaps hopes, that the great bulk of 
them will vote for the Democratic candjgates. 
There are afew among this 100,000 men 
who are ignorant of the state of affairs in 
Europe, but the great majority, have more or 
less of a recollection of the conditions 
there and know them to be vastly inferior 
to the conditions in this country, es- 
pecially to those which prevailed before the 
coming of the Democrats into power edrly in 
last year struck the United States with a com- 
mercial and industrial blight from which it 
has not recovered. They know that the 370 
millions of people: who are compressed into 
an area in Europe about equal to that occu- 
pied by 70 millions on this side of the At- 
lantic have to work more hours for an aver- 
age of less than half the wages paid here, 
that the struggle for existence is vastly 
harder theré than with us, that there is far 
less margin of opportunity to save or to rise 
above the status of the wage toiler, and that 
99 per cent of the number remain poor all 
their lives, with no available chance to mate- 
rially better their condition. 

In the last third of a century more than 
twelve million immigrants arrived here and 
the arrivals since 1880 foot up about seven 
millions. Nearly all these people came in 
while the country was under a Republican 
administration, and practically all who came 
up to the closegof 1882 arrived while it was 
controlled by Republican policies. The 
100,000 foreign-born men in this county 
who favored Cleveland and Democracy two 
years ago have been in this country from 
thirty years down to five, the inferior limit of 
residence being necessary to lawful naturali- 
zation. Hence they may be presumed to have 
a fair idea of the state of things here. They 
know how well they have fared here. 
A large number have saved up money. 
Many of them have secured for them- 
selves and families homes which never 
could have been gained but for the superior- 
ity of conditions as compared with those in 
the lands from which they came. They know 
they have been able to buy better food and 
clothing, and in other respects to enjoy ad- 
vantages that would have been denied to them 
in the lands of their birth. 

Two years ago these men listened to the 
siren song of the Democratic leaders who 
sought to lure them to destruction. The po- 
litical demagogues and labor leaders per- 
suaded them they could do a great deal better 
by a change of policies. They assured these 


100,000 persons of foreign extraction that if 


they would vote fora change they could get 
goods at European prices and still retain the 
then current American rate of wages. 
The oily-tongued blatherskites told them 
if they would vote for Democrats and free 
trade they would knock out the trusts, monop- 
olies, and combines, and also crush employ- 
ers, who they alleged hed been robbing the 
toiler and would be brought down in the 
world several pegs without injury to the 
workers. 

The wage earners voted the Democratic 
ticket as advised. They voted for the party 
of free trade.“ and they now know what hap- 
pened as a consequence of their ill advised 
action. Another election is coming on which 
will determine in a measure the national poli- 
cies for a couple of years. The Democrat 
named MacVeagh, whom Boss Hopkins 
has picked out as his candidate for the 
Senate of the United States, tells them 
the trouble is they have not . enough 
free trade, that the proper remedy for 
the mischief is to take another hair of the dog 
that bit them, that the diminished employ- 
ment ‘and lower wages that have been caused 
by Democratic policies are to be improved by 
another application of the rod, a further in- 
crease of the free trade dose of poison, which’ 
is miscalled ** medicine.”’ They are invited 
to vote for this, because there still is 30 per 
cent of protection left to the American toiler, 
and the Democratic leaders want to take this 
off by one slice after another till they have 
brought the workers down to a condition in 
which there will be no protection at all, till 
they have reached the European standard of 
wages. This is what the Democrats mean to 
establish if they have the power. It is what 
the workingmen of Cook and other counties 
will vote for if they vote the Demo- 
ocratic ticket two weeks from the coming 
Tuesday. Do they want thus to vote for an 
intensification of the misery of scarcity of 
employment at reduced wages? They do nbdt 
want such conditions. Then why vote for 
them? If they desirea return to prosperous 
times, which mean for them plenty of em- 
ployment at good wages, such as they had up 
to two years ago, they will vote the Repub- 
lican ticket and thusdo their part towards 
restoring the policies under which they were 
prosperous while Republican principles fur- 
nished due protection to American labor.

Morton’s coachman, is not a personal or do- 
mestic servant, what in the name of common 
sense is he? If Mr. Morton had not been run- 
ing for Governor the suit would never have 
been brought. Neither Secretary Carlisle nor 
any other-mousing Democratic politician 
would have thought of interfering with Mr. 
Morton’s private affairs. Even the mug- 
wump New York Evening Post is moved to 
say: 

Even if the coachman did not come within the 
exceptions of the law—that is. was not a domes- 
tic servant ’—jhe attempt to annoy a political 
opponent in the middle of a canvass by raids on 
his household would have been infinitely mean, 
silly, and spiteful. But only a blockhead would 
have conceived the idea that a coachman was not 
“a domestic servant, and that that blockhead 


should have been found high up in the United 
States civil service is certainly most mortifying. 

And its Democratic contemporary, the 
World, thus indignantly comments: 

The question whether a coachmanis a personal 
or domestic servant may be dismissed as un- 
worthy of serious discussion in a case where the 
real object of the prosecution is to make a parti- 
san, coptemptible, and demagogic point against 
a candidate for public office. The petty mean- 
ness of partisan attempts to get any sort of ad- 
vantage in a campaign is notorious, but it has 
seldom gone to a greater length than in the ar- 
rest of Howard in the hope of making Morton un- 
pop ular.

The 
great armory of the First Regiment and the 
large hall for the overflow meeting were taxed 
to their utmost capacity to accommodate the 
thousands who were anxious to hear him dis- 
cuss the political issues of the day. Personal 
admiration for the Czar who forced the 
huge Democratic majority in the House to 
adopt his rules which they had denounced as 
the essence of tyranny undoubtedly had much 
todo with this extraordinary outpouring of 
the people of Chieago, but the desire to hear 
what he had to say on the great questions of 
the day, his arraignment of the Democratic 
party for the industrial misery which has 
afflicted the country, and his advocacy of the 
Republican policy as the panacea for the 
evils imposed upop the people by the 
Cleveland-Wilson policy, had much more 
to do with the assemblage of the 
great crowd and the eager enthusi- 
astic greeting it extended to the elo- 
quent speaker. Few campaign orators have 
a clearer way of stating facts than Mr. Reed 
or a happier way of illustrating them with 
wit and quiet humor at the expense of his op- 


ponents without once descending to vilifica- 


tion. Mr. Reed will be heard again Monday 
evening at the Hamilton club banquet and it 
is to be hoped he may be heard once more in 
public before he leaves us for campaign work 
elsewhere. His efforts in this city will be of 
great advantage to the Republican party and 
the reading of his speeches, which are printed 
elsewhere in .this issue, will carry conviction 
to the-mind of any unprejudiced person. Tue 
Triscung particularly commends them to the 
workingmen, They will find in them, suc- 
cinctly and plainly set forth, not alone the rea- 
sons which have led up to their present unfor- 
tunate conditions but also the remedies which 
they can apply next November. Mr. Reed is 
to be congratulated on the size of the quorum 
he saw before him last evening. 


THE RBASCALLY STATE BOARD OF 
REVIEW. 

Usurping a jurisdiction not given it by ‘the 
law, the State Board of Review, composed of 
the Attorney-General, Auditor, and Secretary 
of State, all Democrats, have attempted to 
take from the Republicans of the First and 
Fourth legislative districts the right to select 
their own candidates, and have attempted to 
take from the State Central committee, the 
official representative of the Illinois Repub- 
licans, the right to pass on disputed questions 
regarding the regularity of Republican nom- 
inations and the proceedings of Republican 
conventions, and to decide regarding Repub- 
lican political usages. These three Demo- 
crate, who have strained the law to make 
themselves the judges of Republican nomina- 
tions, have decided that under the heading 
„Republican on the official ballot shall be 
printed the names of the candidates of Hop- 
kins and not of those of the Republican 
party. 

This is the handiwork of Hopkins, pulling 
every string to elect his man MacVeagh. Not 
satisfied with getting up a bogus Populist con- 
vention, he went into the First and Fourth 
Senatorial districte for the purpose of putting 
stool-pigeon candidates in the field. His 
roughs and bullies invaded those districts, 
and with the aid of venal Republicans held 
sham meetings which pretended to nominate 
on behalf of the Republicans a tough by the 
name of Hogan in the Fourth District and an 
offensive individual by the name of Kent in 
the First. What Hopkins wanted to do was 
to smuggle into the Legislature some alleged 
Republicans who, if their party got a major- 
ity on joint ballot, would prove false to it and 
vote for Mac Veagh. 

The Republican Central committee not be- 
ing under the thumb of Hopkins decided 
promptly that the so-called conventions which 
nominated: his creatures had no semblance of 
regularity about them. That should have 
settled the matter. The Republicans acqui- 
esced in its decision. But these pretended 
Republicans appealed to the State Board of 
Review. It assumed a jurisdiction it did not 
possess, and acting under the orders of Hop- 
kins proceeded to endeavor to disfranchise 
the Republitans of these ‘two districts. The 
pliant, subservient board did what Hopkins 
ordered to be done in the interest of Mac- 
Veagh. It went against the grain of the 
Auditor, partisan though he is, to declare 
that the Stock-Yards rough, Hogan, who is 
under indictment and whose case was bol- 
etered up by spurious affidavits, was the 
choice of the Republicans of the Fourth Dis- 
trict; but Hopkins had to be obeyed and the 
dirty work was done. 

Hopkins feels now that if he can elect these 
two frauds, as well as the regular Democratic 
nominees, then if the Republicans should 
have three majority on ioint ballot these $wo 
men will quit sailing under false colors and 


vote for MacVeagh, who would not hesitate 


to take the seat even though gained by shame- 
less treachery. There is not an honest polit- 
ical hair in the head of Kent or of Hogan. 
And thatis one of the excellent reasons the 
Republicans of their districts had for not 
nominating them. It was tne reason why 
Hopkins picked them out and why the servile 
and despicable Board of Democratic State 
officers, unmindful of decency and fairness, 
ratified Hopkins’ choice of representatives, 
Considering the prominence of the parties 
engaged this is the most high-handed bit of 
scoundrelism ever perpetrated in this State. 
The only wonder is in view of the desperation 
of Hopkins and his determination to see Mac- 
Veagh through that he did not pluy the same 
game in other districts and try to have a 
„ MacVeagh Republican” put on the official 
ballot for every district in this county. 
Happily the Republicans are not obliged to 
submit patiently to this inlumy. It is in their 
power H proper steps are taken to prevent the 
eiection of these Hopkins men and to send to 
Springfield Republicans who will vote for the 
candidate of the Republican Senatorial cau- 
cus. In each of these two districts there isa 
genuine Republican who is a candidate by 
petition—Mr. Bish in the First District and 
Mr. Eakinsin the Fourth. They, if elected, 
will not vote for MacVeagh. They will not 
have to be “ persuaded” to do their duty. 
Consequentiy the Republicans should give 
their three votes to these two men and not 


throw away any of them on Hogan or the ne 


torious Kent. 
The Republicans should receive instructions 
to that effect from the committee. The names

They will be shoved off in one corner. The | 


committee should priot fac-similes of the 
official ballot showing where their names will 
be, and instruct the Republican voters ‘after 
putting their X“ marks against the circle at 
the head of the Republican column, to make 
an R mark against Eakins’ name if they 
aré in the Fourth District, and Bish’s if in the 
First. In that way they will vote the whole 
Republican ticket with thase excep‘ions. 

The Hopkins game must be beaten. The 
Republicans must not allow themselves to be 
cheated out of two members of the House by 
these political desperadoes at Chicago and at 
Springfield. First, baffle this Hopkins game. 
Then next spring attend to Hopkins himself, 
and then in 1896 make short work of these 
miserable slavish partisans who are members 
of the State B. Board of Review. 


DEATH OF THE HISTORIAN FROUDE. 
Another well-known name hag been added 
to the necrological list of 1894. James An- 


thony Froude; the historian and essayist, died 


early yesterday morning at his home in Lon- 
don. He wasan Oxford graduate, and in the 
earlier part of hie career had contemplated 
going into the church, but changed his pur- 
pose when he changed his views owing to the 
influence of the Tractarian leaders. He there- 
upon devoted himself to the literary calling, 
making history his special work, His first 
great work was The History of England 
from the Fall of Wolsey to the Defeat of the 
Spanish. Armada,” published in twelve vol- 
umes. He also wrote four volumes on the 
life of Henry VIII. His shorter works include 
„Short Stories on Great Subjects,” one of the 
most charming of his productions; The Eu- 
glish in Ireland in the Eighteenth Century” ; 
a sketch of Julius Cesar; a life of Bunyan; 
a series of articles on Thomas à Becket; 
„Oceana,“ a description of the British colonial 
empire; two lectures on South Africa; the life 
of Carlyle and Carlyle's Reminiscences,”’ 
and The Letters and Memurials of Jane 
Welsh Carlyle; The English in the West In- 
dies; The Two Chiefs of Dunboy,” a ro- 
mance; and a life of Lord Beaconsfield. The 
list of his works shows that he was a writer of 
extraordinary industry. 

Though Mr. Froude has enjoyed a wide- 
spread popularity and his works have been 
read by thousands of readers it is question- 
able whether they will be enduring. Little 
fault ean be found with them on the literary 
side. He was one of the most charming ef 
modern English writers, and in a certain 
sense one of the most artistic. A simple yet 
brilliant style, picturesque qualities of de- 
scription, and a fervid itaagination combined 
to make his writing highly enjoyable. He 
had not, however, the judicial temperament 
of the true historian. His prejudices were 
very strong and he was not above making the 
facts suit those prejudices, He was an in 


tense hero worshiper and in presenting the 


character of his heroes, like Henry VIII., 
Ceesar, or Carlyle, for instance, he does not 
hesitate to exalt them at the expense of the 
truth of history and even to pervert well- 
known facts or ignore them altogether- 
He is nearly always the special partisan 
rather than the discriminating critic, and 
were it not for his brilliant literary qualities 
many of his works would have been con- 
demned long ago. That he was lacking in 
good taste also was shown by the manner in 
which he treated the life of Carlyle and ed- 
ited his correspondence. He was always an 
ardent admirer and friend ob Carlyle and he 
was his literary executor, but the manner in 
which be performed his task provoked a storm 
of censure on all sides and unquestiona- 
induced more than one dis- 
tinguished man to destroy his correspondence 
rather than run the risk of having it fall into 
careless or injudicious hands after his death. 
It is questionable whether Mr. Froude ever 
sat calmly down to write history from the- 
standpoint of higher historical criticism and 
judgment. He always had someidea or some 
hero to exploit, and it the facts stood in his 
way so much the worse for the facts. They 
were either so distorted as to be unrecogniza- 
ble, or they were ruthlessly brushed aside. 
This was fatal to his historical faculty, but 
as to his literary ability, that stands. un- 
questioned. 


DR. M’GLYNN’S FROTHY DECLAMATION. 

There was a large turn-out night before 
last to hear what remedies Dr. Edward Mo- 
Glynn had to suggest for the evils which he 
says trouble the body politic. Doubtiess 
many went merely to see and hear a man 
whose name has figured often in the papers, 
but the audience was made up largely of peo- 
ple who are discontented and dissatisfied, 
who have no work or do not have enough 
work or who do not get good wages for the 
work they have. Such persons are willing to 
listen to any one who says that he can teach 
them how to better their condition. They 
turn from their old doctors to any new one 
who makes great promises. They rarely stop 
to ask whether the alleged physician is a quack 
or a genuine healer. 

Dr. McGlynn said to the workingmen 
whom he addressed that they were in a state 
of “industrial slavery "’ because they did not 
“enjoy the natural bounties which God had 
given them in common with other men.“ He 
thinks they would have free access to the 
bounties of nature if the State were to con- 
fiscate the rental value of land and tell a 
workingman who is out of work and money 
that he can enter on a Chicago corner lot in 
the business district if he will pay the State 
the rental value for it. There are few unim- 
proved pieces of land in this city or State 
which a workingman cannot enter on and im- 
prove now if he will pay the rental value for 
them. 

The single tax crankery, said McGlynn, 
would break the chains of industrial slavery 
and better the condition of the poor man. 
But he did not say how it would give him 
work or wages, how it would put clothes on 
his back or those of his children, how it would 
pay his house rent, or keep him on good 
terms with the butcher and baker. 

Then McGlynn said the poor people would 
be helped if the railroads were taken posses- 
sion of by the government, He did not say 
that he wanted them to be täken by force 
without compensation from their present 
owners, Probably he think§ that would be 
inequitable, Perhaps he prefers paymg for 
them in worthless scrip. But he did not ex- 
plain how the seizure of the roads with or 
without paying for them in fiat scrip was go- 
ing to add to the exchange value of the poor 
man’s work—how he was going to profit by 
the confiscation of the roads. 

Then McGlynn said he was in favor of the 
tree coinage of silver. “It is a robbery to 
the people to compel them to pay $2 when 
they only borrow $1.” He had the impu- 
denee to assert that gold has advanced in 
value. He must know better than that. He 
must know that the value of gold as measured 
dy human labor has depreciated slowly but 
steadily during a long series of years. 
He ought to know that every work- 
ingman in his audience who borrowed 
in 1880 a sum in gold which would have been 
equal at that time to the wages received by 
him for 300 days’ work could have paid off 
that debt with the wages received for a much 
smaller number of days’ work in 1892. Gold 
has not appreciated, but silver has depreci- 
ated, and yet McGlynn wants a debased silver 
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ers that the way to get wages and work is to 


restore effective protecnon. If McGlynn is 
as poor a sheologian as he isa political econ-

718 Kimbark avenue and a transient home 
at No. 367 Jackson boulevard. The associa- 
tion @mp:oys Women visitors, who meet all 
trains coming into the city, to care for any 
unprotected girls who» fail to find friends 
awaiting them. During last year the number 
aided in various ways was 4,500, of whom 
855 were sent to thé different homes and 
many others were given assistance in other 
ways, such as tfansportation to their homes 
or the securing of spetial rates for tickets. 
At the main home on Michigan avenue there 
are now nearly 100 boarders, while three 
times this number are kept at the other 
homes. There was expend from Nov. 1, 
1892, to Nov. 1, 1893, $18,092. Mrs. 
Leander Stone is the President and she has 
been identified with the movement since its 
incepnon. She has been President for the 
last fourteen years.

WILL REPLACE AN OLD LAND MARK, 


Steinbrecher’s Hall to Make Way for a New 
Bualilding—Other Architectural News. 
On the site of old Steinbrecher Hall, 

the old landmark at Milwaukee avenue and 

Oakley street, there is to be erected a modern 

apartment buildmg with stores and offices. 

Steinbrecher’s Hall will be remembered by 

the pioneers and early settlers of Chicago as a 

common meeting place for political and so- 

cial gatherings. When the present building 
was put up it was outside the city iimits in 
the suburban town of Holstein. There were 
then very few buildings in its vicinitp. The 
demands of the later days has made the old 
building obsolete and so the old landmark is 
to be torn down to make way for the more 
modern building. The new building is to be 
five stories in the clear, with stores on Mil- 
watikee avenue and on Oakley streets. It 
will be of gray pressed brick with stone trim- 
mings, have plate and art glass and steam 
heat.

SESSION ON SEABOARD ADVICES 


Belief That a Point Has Been Touched 
Where Foreigners Will Come Into the 
Market=Close Strong at Top Figures 
Corn Makes «a Gain in Sympathy 
with WheateRailroad Business Con- 
firms Wheat Feeding Stories Street 
and Other Markets. 

Wheat experienced quite a boom yesterday. 

As Friday the preponderance of trading news 

favored higher prices, while the bear element 


was by no means so aggressive. The feature 
of the day was the cash demand reflected not 
only in reports from the Atlantic seaboard, 
but in local operations, dispatches from San 
Francisco, and higher cables as well. The big 
seaboard business of the previous day was 
confirmed, and San Francisco wired that a 
bid had been received for 700,000 bu of 
wheat at 21% per cental above the closing 
prices of Friday. Liverpool was steady on 
spot and higher on futures of California and 
red winter wheat. Berlin closed 144 marks up 
and Paris higher both on, wheat and flour. 
Bartlett, Frazier & Co, have had 25,000 bu 
spring wheat in store at Ogdensburg, N. X., for 
some time awaiting an export demand. They 
offered it by cable to Glasgow Friday night at 3c 
over December wheat here. The grain was ac- 
cepted, and same price bid for more. The price 
paid was 4%c higher than the figure at which the 
grain was offered a week previous. The local 
business in cash wheat is good, No. 2 red selling 
%c under December price, but the trade is not 
clear as to whatit all means. Some of it simply 
represents a change of ownership of grain in 
store while some of it represents sales to shippers.

In a general way, too, he has charge of the 
Literary Bureau also, but the distribution of 
it falls on the shoulders of Assistant Secretary 
Stone, who every day sends away enormous 
bundles of good oe doctrine to county 
committees and clubs in all parts of the 
State. The details of organization are 
watched by Assistant Secretary Willard. Two 
typewriters are e „ While a score of 
clerkse—volunteers in the main—are ready for 
service at all times and there is generally 
work for them to do, 

Chairman Tanner sees to it, also, that the 
county organizations keep the stumps of 
their different bailiwicks mounted with local 
orators, while for general work throughout 
the State he has a roster of veteran cam- 
paigners, who are assigned to instruct the 
greater gatherings of voters. To the interests 
of the State and legislative candidates 
Chairman Tanner and his committee are 
chiefly devoted, but everything possible is 
done as well to boom the cause of Congres- 
sional candidates, in which labor the State 
committee works in harmony with the Con- 
gressional committee at Washington. 

Members of the State committee from all the 
districts are frequent visitors at headquarters, 
bringing news of the exact condition of af- 


fairs. The entire body is subject to 
call. at any time by the Chair- 
man, but for purposes of consultation 


the Executive committee is generally called 
together, the majority of the members being 
within easy call. 

Sheriff Gilbert is the Treasurer of the State 
committee. The legitimate expenses of con- 
ducting the campaign are very large, but 
this year the committee is domg a greater 
amount of good work witha smaller amount 
of money than ever before. | 

The Woman’s committee, acting in conjunc- 
tion with the State sommittee, also has its 
headquarters in the Grand Pacific. Mrs. 
Abbott, the Chairman, and her force are 
lending able assistance in the campaign. 

At the headquarters of the Democratic 


State Central vommittee in the Palm- 
er House Secretary Theodore Nelson 
handles most of the detail work, al- 


though Delos P. Phelps, Chairman, is on hand 
at all times, while Dennis Hogan keeps up 
the feeling of good cheer as usual. The same 
duties are found here as in the Republican 
camp. Nextto the State committee-rooms 
the Democratic Woman's Campaign commit- 
tee, Ms. Sarah Hackett Stevenson, Chair- 
man, has its headquarters. 


Work at County Headquarters. 


While good, steady industry prevails at 
State headquarters it is at the county head- 
quarters of the leadi 
hustling is found. n the old Me- 
Donald gambling-rooms at Monroe 
and Clark streets Democrats have their 
quarters, while the Republicans hold forth in 

rooms formerly occupied by the Young 


Men’s Christian Association. The distinction 


is about as great between the characters of 
the people found in the two places as that of 
the businesses to which the rooms were 
formeriy devoted. This is not so noticeable 
in this campaign, however, as Mr. Hopkins, 
who runs everything connected with his 
party’s campaign, has establishea eighteen 
district headquarters. These places ho'd 
de workers away from the main headquar- 
ters to a large extent. But nevertheless the 
gangsters find occasion to invade and take 
r ot the chief rendezvous frequent- 
y, being impressed with a belief that de 
stuff,“ of which the Democrats have barrels, 
is there. It is a fact that the Democrats have 
money to sell, and they are running matters 
regardless of expense. For stationery, lit- 


erature, postage, the. rental of halis, 
music, and appeasing floaters, they are 
actually throwing money to the birds,“ 


as one of the handlers of the party treasures 
explained it. They are paymg $3,500 for the 
rental of the seventeen district headquarters 
and as much more per week for hall hire. 
For the parade on the North Side three weeks 
ago they paid out $5,000, while the expenses 
of last night’s demorstration are figured at no 
less than $15,000. They have the snug sum 
of $25,000 laid away for equipping the 
polls with workers on election day. 
The men who do the work at the different 
headquarters are nearly allon City Hall pay- 
rolls. These expenses are what are known as 
legitimate, but the amount represented by 
them is but a small fraction of what the 
Democrats expect to scatter before the polls 
close. The county candidates and legislative 
aspirants were originally assessed from 
$1,500 to $2,000 each for Central committee 

urposes. but $5,000 is estimated to be the 
owest figure at which even a candidate for 
County Commissioner will be allowed 
to get away, between assessments 
for ward and precinct clubs, and the gentle 
„ touch of the ward heeler, who is unusua.ly 
abundant. 

John McGillen is the head of the county or- 
ganization, but he has little to do with the 
active work. James C. Strain is the Secre- 
tary, but outside of details, assigning speak- 
ers or notifying them of assignments, he 


has but few duties. Everything is di- 
rected from the City Hall ex- 
cept the literary department. Harry 


Wilkinson is running that, and he has the 
full confidence of the powers that be. But as 
to What is transpiring at the district head- 
quarters imagination must give way to knowl- 
edge. It was at one of these places that Bill 
Asay delivered his celebrated instructions. 
Everything is on the quiet at those places. It 
is in them that the work of the county 
Democracy will be done. It is in them that 
the leaders who are up in Democratic meth- 
ods are to be found. Mystery, money, 
and muscle have been the features on which 
the Democrats have seemed to rely so far, 
with music for a bluff occasionally, and they 
will probably fight it out on the same lines to 
the end. 

At the headquarters of the Republican 
County Central committee the organization 
is complete, and the fight is being carried on 
on clean lines and above board. John NM. 
Smyth, the County Chairman, has the reins, 
and is being ably assisted by Dr. Jamieson 
and a corps of clerks. There the committees 
in charge of naturalization and registration 
work under Chairman Smyth’s supervision in 
the lignt of day. The members from the 
various wards report there daily, and there 
are held the sessions of the Executive Cam- 
paign committee. Not a dollar is to be had 
save for the strictly legitimate purposes of 


the campaign, which is being run on 
strictly business principles, and with- 
out fuss or worry. The commodious 


quarters are filled all day with orderly throngs 
of men ready to volunteer for any work, and 
in no campaign for many years has there 
been so much of interest and energy dis- 

layed. The Committee on Literature and 
— is doing creditable work, as is at- 
tested nightly by the meetings arranged and 
carried to success. While the committee has 
not so far engaged in any great attempts at 

ublic demonstrations it is the purpose to 
hold several of them during the two weeks 
left before election day.

A pidéce de resistance 
in the window display is a cross bones and 
skall,drawn by oneofthe committee’s ar- 
tists. It is labeled One Death a Day, and 
the argument surrounding it claims that one 
citizen a day is driven to self-destruction by 
starvation—all on account of the old parties. 

All day long the headquarters are not only 
thronged, but there’s a continuous overflow 
meeting in session on the sidewalk in front of 
No. 121, where orators who can’t get regular 
stump appointments let off superfluous steam, 
and wrangle and row, till one is reminded of 
the wheat pit in good old days onthe Board 
of Trade. Every phase of economics. is dis- 
cussed out of doors, and the policeman who 
travels the beat has been looking for a riot 
every day for the last three weeks. 


Populist Campaign Managers. 


While L. W. Rogers is Chairman of the 
County Central committee of the People’s 
party he seems inclined to keep in the back 

round, and the bossing is done by Campaign 

anager J. H. Copeland, whose picture is 
displayed in the window below, In the litho- 
graph Mr, Copeland’s vest and coat are cov- 
ered with medais galore, which he says he 
earned in journalism, but which he had no 
idea of getting into his campaign portrait. 


The State campaign of the party is 
managed by A. Maxwell: at 
Springfield, but Mr. Copeland ha 


a busy time of it directing affairs in the coun- 
try. He attends to the mail, to the assign- 
ment of speakers, and to the suppression of 


speakers. Every Populist would be a stump 
orator, and there is rather a sufficiency of 
speakers. As it is the committee has turned 
loose 140 speakers in this 2 alone. 
Those most in demand are Eugene V. Debs, 
H. D. Lloyd, George W. Howard (who ex- 
hibits his Pullman pass from every 
stump), . G. Bell, Jesse Cox, 
And Adair, J. B. Lloyd, and 
M. Healy, who is the oratorical Nestor of the 
roll, Dr. Bayard Holmes is the heavy talker, 
while E. M. Fulwiler is loaded up with figures, 
“Tommy” * is frequently trotted out 
with his chart, which he claims gives a bona 
fide idea of what capital and labor get? re- 
spectively. out of the hustle and hurly-burly 
of life. Of course, the committee has its own 
naturalization mill, while James Irving 
Crabbe sees to it that all Populists get 
on the registry books. Thrilling stories 
of the commonwealers’ campaign are told by 
Mrs. Gen. Randall, Gen. A. D. Weaver, and 
Gen. Cantwell, while one of the main curiosi- 
ties about the headquarters is Col. E. 8. 
Moore, who was put off the grass with Coxey

One of the allies 
of the Populists is the White City Co- 
operative Society, an organization which has 
for its purpose the propagation of Bellamy- 
istic ideas. 
Populist Woman’s Auxiliary. 


The Cook County People’s Party Woman’s 
Auxiliary occupies an important place in 


the Populist campaign. Mrs. . 

Jenks, President; Mrs. Lem Lewis, 
Vice-President ; ra. Fanny Kava- 
nagh, Treasurer; and Miss Elizabeth 


Alkofer, Secretary, with many followers, oc- 
cupy the first floor. They accomplish much 
work in scattering literature, collecting coins, 
and in conducting the midday business-men’s 
meetings, which are held in their room every 
day from 12 o’clock to 2 o’clock. They have 
no woman candidate, but are working for the 
entire Populist ticket. They promise to get 
out a big registration of workingwomen next 
Tuesday. The women have had an 
important part in the management 
of the party’s meetings, especially that at the 
Auditorium Friday night.

The conform is a peculiarly 
interesting machine. It looks more likea 
typewriter than anything else. The best way 
to describe its general appearance, perhaps, 
is to state that it looks, as far as she shape is 
concerned, something like a high-crowned, 
wide- brimmed sailor hat, such 
were so fashionable among the 
last summer. And it is placed on the 
when operated just as a sailor 
would be. All around the outer edge is a ser- 
ious of steel wire arms running horizontally 
to what would be the inner hat band, from 
which these arins shoot upwards to a common 
center. At this point there is placed in the 
mathine, when in operation, a small sheet of 
paper, and as the instrument is placed in posi- 
tion the head presses against the angle in 
these arms spoken of above to correspond 
with its shape, and as this is done the pointed 
ends of the arms at the common center above 
make an impression on the sheet of paper 
that registers and reproduces in miniature the 
exact shape of the head that is being meas- 
ured. This is the pattern for the hat that is 
to fit the customer as perfectly as a glove. 
The salesman turns this pattern over to the 
workshop where another machine is put in 
operation. This corresponds with the con- 
form, but works in the opposite direction. 
The pattern is placed in it, 
and its keys are adjusted to 
that pattern, then made stationary for 
the time being and from it the hat for the cus- 
tomer is blocked. It may be the same hat 
that the customer tried on to see whether the 
style was satisfactory, or another one of the 
same style and size, but when he getsita 
day later it is almost certain to fit him per- 
fectly. If he had. not been measured for it 
the hat, owing to the irregular shape of his 
head, might have been too tight on one side 
of the forehead, a little too narrow, or per- 
haps just a trifle long from front to back. 
Ordinarily a hat is made of a flexible materi- 
al that if anywhere close to the proper size 
will adjust itself to the shape of a head after 
a week’s wear, but this is so easily avoided 
that the buyers of high price hats always get 
them to fit to a nicety before they wear them 
permanently. The buyers of cheaper hats 
seldom get one that fits perfectly. It is so 
common today ſor a man to get a hat shaped 
to his head that nine out of ten of the wear- 
ers of high-class hats get them shaped to the 
head by the use of the conform. 

Bertillon, the famous Frenchman who pos- 
sesses perfect descriptions of more than 50, 
000 people, says that no two of them exactly 
correspond. From this fact it will not seem 
odd that out of 50,000 human heads no two 
of then can be found shaped exactly alike. 
A few years ago this fact was not so noticea- 
ble as it is today. Half a century ago a few 
men had their hats made to fit their heads, 
but the great majority paid but little atten- 
tion to the question whether or not the hat 
was a perfect fit, allowing it to adjust itself to 
the shape of the head while being worn. It is 
even so today with buyers of cheap hats, but 
the great majority of those that wear a fash- 
ionable piece of head covering, costing from 
$5 to $10, generaily have the head measured 
and a hat made to tit it in every detail. It is 
in measuring these heads that the 
fact is brought out regarding 
the reat difference in the shapes 
of the human head— particularly that of men. 
It is probable that not more than one out of 
a hundred men know upon what basis the 
size of his head is estimated, yet the problem 
is as simple as the first lesson in arithmetic 
that was given them in their boyhood days, 
As a general rule the average head is of the 
oval shape from front to back, If the head 
was round the exact diameter would be the 
size of the hat worn. For instance, if the 
round head was seven inches in diameter the 
size of the hat worn would be No. 7, But as 
the average head is oval a No. 7 head meas- 
ures 7 inches in length from the forehead 
to the back and 6½ inches in width. Make 
this circumference into an exact circle and 
the average diameter would be exactly seven 
inches.

Nine times out of ten a hat in stock can be 
found that will satisfactorily fit a man who is 
not particular, but buyers of high-priced 
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goods are generally particular as to the fit of 
this necessary piece of wearing apparel and 
this requires a hat that fits at every point. 
Here is where the science of the hatter of to- 
day is displayed. Take a hundred heads for 
example. Five of the number will not be 
perfectly oval in shape, and some would look 
so badly when sketched on oh gy of paper 
that it is hard to understand just how a 
hat could be made that wceuld fit these 
heads at all and look well. Take a hundred 
No. 7 heads and some will be found that are 
long and narrow, others short and wide, some 
shaped like an egg, many like a ham, a few 
like the sole of a human foot, and perhaps 
two or three like an oyster.

No one could imagine a slimy Mr. Pickwick, 
nor . on so palpable a culamity as the 
assertion that Mr. Pickwick crawled or spat 
poison orin any other way used his feliow 
man despitefully. Yet all these libels have 
been uttered of Mr. Piekwiek's prototype 
the toad—and just as falsely. Slimy? Why 
he is always dry and cool. As for crawiimg, 
who ever walked at more deliberate or sober 
gait? 

No less true to nature are the good qualities 
which human superstition has depu to this 
good-natured Buffo, In Sir Kenselm Digby’s 
time people wore him alive in their pockets 
to preserve them from the plague, And fool-

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ishly. He could no more cure the plague or 
prevent it than he can cure warts today. Nei- 
ther has he a precious jewel in his brow, ex- 
cept in the figurative sense in which even a 
man wears such expensive and useless jewelry. 

Rather revere the toad for his common, 
amiable human qualities, the good sense he 
shows, and the amiability—both more than 
human; for his modesty, and unobstrusive- 
ness. Take him,” as said an old writer 
who refers to all things, both great and small, 
take him, I counsel thee, for thine house mate 
and leisure mate. Cali him not a pette, for 
that comports not with his dignity and phil- 
osophie circumstances.” 

Say that some morning you rise feeling all 
run to seed, as at times it happens with the 
most prudent of mer; that you are late fot 
the train; that a button flies; that your boot- 
lace snaps. Lo! the toad does not warble in 
metallic Corybantic glee; he neither screams 
nor jeers with Indian exuberance; he lies not 
in your path to trip your hasty steps; he does 
not look on you with the smirk of the con- 
temptucus cat. He is sympathetic, cool, 
cheerful. You acknowledge the original 
Pickwick. ‘ Plenty of time for your train, 
he suggests; take it quietly, next door hasn't 
started yet.“ 

The lady toad is the only pure, unmitigated 
toad. The male is (by comparison) a poor 


creature, undersized, mean, peevish No 
breadth of character about him! You may 
call the lady “he” if you like. It looks 
more suitable, one is almost tempted to say. 
for have we not been reared in the belief that 
the masculine is the more powerful, the more 
imperious sex? The lady toad holds a differ- 
ent view. Her contempt for him is colos- 
sal, and she rules with an iron rod. Note her 
discipline at table. Should he help himself 
too profusely you can almost hear the words: 
Here, you put that dowu! If he hesitates 


to know and love you. What so ephemeral 
as a canary? In their miniature old age 
both pug and cat are irritable, senile, and un- 
companionable, Less objection can be urged 
against the parrot, vet he, too, grows rakish 
and disreputable, and is subject to fits. He 
screams to you by name for help, and he 
only upsets you, for you cannot do anything 


for him, and the sight of his suffermg makes 
you vow you will abjure friendship in future, 
Now the toad, if he does not live forever, will 
probably— bar accidents—outlive his human 
house-mate. Your death will not grieve him 
immoderately, and the thought that you are 
leaving him behind will not cause you anxiety, 
You know that nature is good to him, and 
that he will fare weil. 

Again, while he is a philosovher, the toad is 
not a moralist. He leaves preachingand nag- 
ging to the bee and the ant and other fussy 

rsons with stings. Although he has lived 

rom the Tertiary epoch, and ranges from the 
Atlantic to Japan and the North Cape to 
North Africa, no one has yet seen the way to 
fix him into an improving proverb. 

Here, then, is the typical friend and famil- 
iar: stanch in rain or shine; wise, yet not 
prone to volunteer advice; ascetic or luxuri- 
ous as occasion requires; soothing, solacing, 
benignant, stoical. When the wintry worst 
comes fo the worst, and all effort is useless,

by the insertion of one or more locks 
at Lockport. But it will not be needed until 
the Desplaines below Joliet and the Illinois 
River have been improved so as to admit of 
navigation by vessels drawing at least fifteen 
feet of water; and this improvement is con- 
sidered so remote in the future that it is un- 
wise to make an expensive preparation for it 
in the present generation. 

But while the water in the drainage channel 
Will-always be at the same level, at Robey 
street, asin the river and lake, there is an- 
other consideration besides the flood-gates 
which may prevent it from maintaining the 
same depth all the way to Lockport, and that 
is the difficulty of getting the water of the 
river and lake into the drainage channel. The 
river is neither so broad nor se deep as the 
drainage channel, The bottom of the chan- 
nel at Robey street is twenty-four feet below 
datum, while the river at the same point is 
probably not more than fourteen feet below 
datum. It is clear therefore that the same 
depth cannot be maintained in the channel as 
in the river uniess the river is deepened. To 
make it sure it would at least be 
requisite to dredge the river down to 
twenty-four feet below datum. But 
some slope in its bed would be necessary, and 
ifthe slope of the channel should be con- 
tinued down the river, its bed at its mouth 
would be only twenty-three feet, or less, be- 
low datum; and even this would reduce the 
depth of the water in the channel a foot or 
more, 

But the deepeni of the South Branch, 
aside from the fact t it must be done by 
the Federal Government, is greatly inter- 
fered with by the tunnels. The tops of the 
Washington street and Van Buren street tun- 
nels are only eighteen feet below datum, and 
the La Salle street tunnel is less still. All 
these tunnels will have to be lowered six or 
eight feet before river improvement will be 

ssible. This is sucha forbiddmg prospect 
t has been proposed to secure the requisite 
quantity of water for the Drainage Channel 
by the construction of an underground feed- 
er, running from Robey street to the nearest 
point on the lake shore. 

From these data one can infer, approrxi- 
mately at least, what will be the depth of the 
water in the Drainage Channel. It will wary, 
of course, with the stage of water in the lake. 
There are times when the lake level is nearly 
afoot below datum. Then, jf there were 
free communication with the lake, the depth 
of water in the channel at Robey street would 
be twenty-three feet. The usual stage of 
water in the lake is two feet above datum, 
which, under the same circumstances, would 
produces twenty-six feet of water at Robey 
street. But the supply of water which cn be 
received through the South Branch as it now 
exists is so inadequate the engineers do not 
dream of securing sucha depth of water in 
the channel. They expect only a depth of 
eighteen feet at low water, and a depth of 
twenty feet at a mean level. Extremely high 
water in the lake may add two feet more.

the facts of his assassination. When the. re- 
mains of Crowe ahd his dog were found a 
piece of paper was tacked onto Crowe’s body 
bearing these words, scrawled with a piece of 
charcoal:

Crowe's cabin, where he and his dog met 
their merited end, was located in a patch of 
woods just above the point in the road where 
the peddler and I bad seen the ghosts.

The dog was panting 
as if weary and blood stained his shaggy, yel- 
low fur. Every step or two he stopped as if 
to rest, as did the spectral figure of old man 
Crowe, who was closely following the dog. As 
on the former occasion when I had seen him 
he was suprorting himself by means of a 
stick and we plainly saw a bleeding wound in 
his breast. 

Eleott and I were on the point of rushing 
out frum our place of concealment, with the 
intention of attacking the spirits, when they 
silently and suddenly disappeared into the 
woods, going in the direction of the cabin. 

Let's go to the shanty, too, I said to 
Elecott. On the way there we were joined by 
Eicott's brother-in-law, Joe Witherspoon, who 
declared his intention of entermg the cabin 
ghost or no ghost. 

As we neared the cabin, a rudelog structure, 
Isaw that it was brightly illuminated as 
though by a light from within, which flashed 
its rays through the crevices of the logs. 

Some one’s got ahead of us, said Wither- 
spoon, as he also saw the light. 

Approaching nearer to the cabin we heard 
voices within and the shuffluig of feet, as of 
persons walking. The door was partly ajar 
and through it I noticed an uncanny thing 
about the light. Altbough the interior was 
bright as if a fire was blazing, yet the rays of 
light cast no reflection, for we were waiking 
directly in its path and our shadows should 
have showed behind us. This made me feel 
a bit queer, but I said nothing. 

We boidly approached the open door, 
shoulder to shoulder, and stepped inside. In 
the momentary glance we got of the solitary 
room we saw no one, though at the moment 
of entering we stili heard the sounds of foot- 
steps. Instantly, almost, as we crossed the 
threshold the light was extinguished and we 
were in gloom so dense it guve usa sense of 
suffocation. Involuntarily we stepped back 
into the outer world, nearly stumoling over 
one another in our haste. The aoment we 
were outside the lights flashed up again and 
the sounds of footsteps were repeated. 

„l be d—d,”’ said Elcott, and the senti- 
ment was silently echoed by myself. 

Elcott pushed ahead and again entered the 
haunted cabin. 

Witherspoon and I, standing outside, saw no 
change when Elcott entered the house, The 
room was still alight and we heard the voices 
of humans and footsteps as plainly as before. 
But it was different with Elcott, as he ex- 
piained tous when he stepped back to our 
sides. He said the minute he entered the 
house ail was instantly dark and silent. 
Witherspoon and I then tried the experiment, 
each stepping into the house in turn, and each 
of us fourd ourselves in darkness, while to 
the others on the outside there was no change

Mystified and staggered by these strange 
manifestations we withdrew to a distance 
from the house, still remaining in front the 
partly open door. We saw the figures of men 
passing to and fro between ud and the light, 
and occasionally the dog, mangy and yellow 
and bleeding as before, came to the door 
sniffing the air and whining. Once the dog 
and a figure which appeared to be Crowe left 
the shanty together and walked towards us 
but made no attempt to molest us, simply re- 
maining standing and staring vacantly about 
and then returning to the shanty. While 
we stood there watchi the door, 
ashower of rocks, pieces of hardened mud, 
and chips suddenly fell about us, They were 
buried at us by unseen hands and came from 
the direction of the shanty. Before we could 
get beyond range of these missiles all of us 
were struck, I received a painful bruise over 
my left eye and Witherspoon and Elcott were 
each struck on the head and boay. The for- 
mer, who got a hard knock on the face by a 
rock, causing it to bleed, started toward the 
shanty with anangry oath, exclaiming that 
he would “see the thing through if he was 
killed for it.“ We heard the sound of his 
heavy boots as he stepped inside the door and 
saw his form outlined against the light 
within. 

* All right, boys,“ he shouted, and Elcott 
and I started to join him. But Witherspoon’s 
words were hardly spoken when he uttered 
such yells of mortal aguny as I hope never to 
hear again, His cries were accompanied by 
the sounds of a desperate conflict. 

Help me, for Goa’s sake, help me, boys!“ 
he cried, and Eleott and I started to his as- 
sistance, though I felt more like running in 
the other direction. As we rushed across the 
open ground intervening between us and the 
open door we saw Witherspoon struggling 
with some invisible force, his face battered 
and bleeding and biood streaming from a 
dozen wounds on his hands and head, while 
his clothing was almost torn from his body. 
The instant we entered the cubin, however, 
all was dark and still. Striking a match 
Eicott and I saw Witherspoon prostrate on 
the hard, earthen floor of thecabin. We 
dragged him outside, for he was almost un- 
conscious. As we reached the door both E- 
cott and I stumbled over the body of some 
animal, Elcott getting a severe nip in the leg 
from its jaws. When we got Witherspoon 
outside and laid him on the grass I looked 
toward the shanty again and saw it was once 
more allalight. Witherspoon quickly recov- 
ered once he was in the fresh air. n he 
told us that the moment he got inside the 
house all was darkness and he instantly feit 
himself attacked by unseen hands, 
while the teeth of the dog 
began 2 his clothes and lacer- 
ating his sh. He made an at- 
tempt to defend himself, and struck furiously 
and viciously at his unseen enemies, but his 
fists merely swished through the empty air, 
striking nothing. Then he drew his revolver 
and tried to fire, but the weapon was wrenched 
from his hand before he could cock it and 
hurled to the ground. Then it was he yelled 
to us for aid. The next day Elcott and I went 
to that cabin to recover Witherspoon’s revol- 
ver. We found it in one corner of the room, 
its stock broken and the barrel bent double. 
Three days after this my hair began turning 


gray, and in less than a week it was white as 
the snow. 


THE LADY IN BLACK. 


In Tennessee a ghost 1s popularly known as 
a bhaunt.“ or, as native Tennesseeans say, 
„ ha’nt.”?’ The best known “ ha’nt** in the 
State has its abode in the mountains about 
forty miles east of Chattanooga. It is known 
as the Lady in Black.“ This ghost does not 
confine her ramblings toany one locality. 
She is ubiquitous and has been seen many 
times and at various points miles apart. She 
never leaves the mountains nor is she partial 
tu villages, as she has been frequently seen in 
lonely bridle-paths on the mountain sides, A 
little-traversed roads through forests, as well 
as in the populous streets of towns. 

The first authentic appearance of the Lady 
in Black was shortly after the close of the 
war. Since that time scarcely a week has 
elapsed that she has not been seen somewhere 
in Eastern Tennessee, but always on some 
clear, moonlight night, for she never ventures 
out in a storm. 

One autumn I visited Cleveland, a hamlet 
in the mountains some miles distant from 
Chattanooga, attracted there by the stories of 
the Lady in Black.“ Two nights before 
my arrival the ha'nt had been seen by the 
Rev. M. P. Haines of the First Baptist Church. 
He told me that while walking along Ocookee 
street late one evening he was suddenly con- 
fronted by the form of a slightly-built lady, 
clothed in black. Ho raised his hat, never 
doubting it was one of his parishioners. He 
had often heard about the Lady in Black.“ 
but gave ‘she stories no credence, and the 
thought that the being in front of him was 
she did not occur to him. He was forcibly 
reminded of the supernatural, however, when 
he saw a village lamp in the distance showing 
distinctly through the form in front of him. 
Then he knew it was not flesh and biood, and, 


determined to solve the mystery, he made a 


grab at the ghost, but his hand clutched 
empty air. The ghost itself seemed to draw 
back. Then he struck at it witn his walking 
stick, but the cane swished through the air 
and with the dlow the spirit vanished. In- 
stantly he lighted a match and looked around 
for traces of what he had seen, but there were 


none.

After I had heard the minister's story I was 
resolved to see the Lady in Black myself, 
and with that object in view I spent the next 
several nights roaming the mountains, It 
wason the fourth night, about midnight, 
while I was walking through the orchard of 
Farmer Stiles that I came face to face with 
the object of my search. ino Lady in 
Black was veiled, her head was crowned 
by a mass of wavy, black hair, and her whole 
outline, as well as it could be observed 
through the thick, bluck dress she wore, was 
exceedingly shapely. I judged that 
she must have been very pretty. Prof- 
iting by the pastor's experience I made no at- 
tempt totake hold of or to molesther. I 
simpiy stood and gazed earnestly at her. She 
stood in an attitude of great self-possession, 
more like a society girl at a ball than a spook 
out in the cheerless solitude of a Tennessee 
farm. Fora full minute we stood thus, she 
perfectly still, apparently lookmg at me 
through her veil, while I was irresolute as to 
what should be done. I stepped toward her, 
and she moved backward at the same time, 
though there was no preceptibie motion of 
her skirts as of a woman waiking; she seemed 
to glide, ShestoppedasI did and when 1 
made another move toward her she again 
step back. 

Who are you?“ I asked. There was no 
reply. In that lonely solitude my words, 
though spoken in an ordinary tone of voice, 
sounded as though shouted, 

Don't you hear me!?“ again I asked. Like 
before there was no response. 

I reached my cane toward her 
ply meaning to touch her. She did not move, 
* my stick swished to and fro through her 
orm, 

** Don’t you feel my cane?“ But almost be- 
fore the words had left my lips the girlish 
form began to grow indistinct and slowly 
faded away. 7 

Tbe next day I learned that the Lady in 
Black“ had been seen by two other persons 
in widely separated localities and at the same 
hour when I had my one-sided interview with 
her. I had had an experience with a ghost 
before, but this was the first one in my knowl- 
edge which could show herself to three differ- 
ent persons in three different parts of the 
country and at the same time. From the de- 
scription given me by the two persons.men- 
tioned they had seen identicaily the same 
spook I met in Farmer Stiles’ orchard. 

Before I left Cleveland a story was told me 
in explanation of the appearance of the 
Lady in Black.“ In ante-bellum days tnere 
lived in the vicinity two families named Par- 
sons and Gregg. In the first there were three 
sons and a daughter, while tne Greggs had 
three sous.. The Parsons girl was famed far 
and wide for her beauty and all three of the 
Gregg brothers fell in love with her. The 
eldest was accepted and he returned home re- 
joicing to break the news of his success to his 
parents and two brothers. The next day the 
lucky suitor disappeared and it was 
not until months afterward that a 
skeleton, identified by the clothing as 
the missing Gregg, was found in a 
lonely patchjof woods. After the disappear- 
ance of the Ader Gregg his brothers enlisted 
in the Confederate army, while simultaneously 
the Parsons boys espoused the cause of the 
Union. Fate decreed that the two familigs of 
boys should nieet in mortal combat at the 
battle of Lookout Mountain, and in the 
conflict the Greggs fell, mortally wounded, 
before the bayonets af the Parsons. Before 
death forever closed their eyes the Greggs 
confessed to the Parsons how, in jeal- 
ous rage at their brother’s success, they 
lured him away to a lonely spot on 
their father’s farm and murdered him. After 
the Parsons boys returned home at the close 
of the war they told their sister the story of 
the tragic death of her sweetheart. The poor 
girl never recovered from the shock of this 
readful announcement, and in less than a 
ear she was dead. With her dying breath. 
owever, she declared that she wouid return 
from the other world and haunt the scenes of 
her childhood. That she kept her word the 
frequent appearances of “Lady in 
Black prove, and people who have seen the 
phantom and who knew the Parsons girl in 
life say they are the same. 


WOMAN GHOST OF RIO COLORADO, 


If you willi take a map of Colorado and 
look in the extreme southwestern portion you 
will find the City of Durango. Trace a line 
from there northwardly and westerly until 
you reach the Colorado River, Along the 
banks of that stream you will see the words 
“cafion at frequent intervals. This is the 
country of the prehistoric race of Cliff Dwell- 
ers. Twenty years ago I was sent witha 
party of government surveyors to explore 
this regicn. I was detailed ahead 
with an Indian guide to lay a route. My 
guide was a Ute named Jim, and before we 
started and afterward on the journey he re- 
galed me with many an interesting story of 
ghosts which he ciaimed his ple had seen 
among the ruins of the Cliff Dweilers’ homes 
in the mountains. He said that members of 
his tribe had often seen a wraith in the

cafions where the cliff dwellings were, and 
they rega it as an ill-omen, sure to pre-

We set out from Durango one n 
June early in the seventies. Each of us 
a mule to ride and several pack animals for 
isions. Naturally I was er to 1 
to this little known country see its 
} wonders, as well as to prove to Jim by per- 
sonal exploration that the legend of his tribe 
had no existence in fact. In fifteen days we 
were at the first of the Cliff Dwellers’ caficns. 
In order to reach these ruins after striking 
the Rio Colorado we were forced to follow au 
‘Indian trail for ninety miles, and which often 
led us along paths -so narrow and over- 
looking chasms and ravines of such 
depth that a single misstep on the 
of our mules would have meant 
stant annihilation. The first place we 
reached of any importance was what has since 
been named the “Cliff Palace.“ This, like 
all others of the cliff dwellings, is built high 
up the face of the wall of the canon. These 
walls, many of them, tower to an altitude of 
1,500 to 2,000 feet, eee rena: an absolutely 
ain anne pre surface, a sheer descent, broken 
ere and there, at heights of 200 to 500 feet 
by the ledges or shelves cut into the solid 
rock by the builders of the cave-houses.

It wasat 
the foot of the steps leading to the palace 
that Jim and I pitched our first camp in the 
canon. Before turning in Jim had told me 
more stories of the Cliff Dweilers’ wraiths and 
predicted that before we got out of the coun- 
try we would see some ourselves, That first 
night nothing happened to disturb our slum- 
bers, and in the morning I announced to Jim 
my intention of going up the cliff walls and 
exploring the chambers above.

No amount of persuasive eloquence would 
induce Jim to accompany me, but he agreed 
to stay faithfully at the foot of the cliff and 
attend to my wants,as 1 signaled them by 
means of a rope, one end of which I carried 
with me, eo that after I got to the top Jim 
might send up to me my weapons, camera, 
— other apparatus I might need. Climbing 
up that wall, using only the shallow notches 
cut into the rock, wasa difficult and perilous 
undertaking, and one that required consider- 
able muscular exertion as weil as steady 
nerves anda cool head. It was finally ac- 
complished, and I found myself looking down 
upon Jim from a dizzy height of 
over two hundred feet. After wy things 
had been sent up to me I began my 
exploration of the cavern. There -were 
many human bones scattered about in the va- 
rious rooms, while the rocky floors were 
strewn with hundreds of earthenware and 
stone vesseis and metal implements of domes- 
tic use, but nothing at all to suggest the euper- 
natural. I rejoined Jim early in the evening 
and after a couple of pipes together we 
turned in and were soon asleep, We were 
both awakened by strgnge sounds some time 
in the night. Jim heard the noises first, and 
when he aroused me by a dig in the ribs with 
his boot he was trem bling viclently. 

„% You hear im!“ he gasped, his teeth chat. 
tering. 

Yes, I heard, and I nodded my head. It 
was undeniably a human voice we heard, and 
in that wild fastness of rocks and forest, with 
unseen and unknov a perils besetting on every 
hand, the sounds fell strangely weird on my 
ears, and I could scarcely repress a chill. The 
voice, if voice it was, hada wild and unnat- 
ural sound about it that immediately sug- 
gested a something from beyond the grave.

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MUSIC OF THE WEEK. 


The Strauss jubilee and its attendant and 
elaborate festivities have been made the sub- 
ject of semi-serious sermonizing, half cynical, 
half regretful. The statement has been ad- 
vanced that the cemetery of the same great 
city which served as a scene of triumphant 
recogfition to the composer of The Blue 
Danube holds the unmarked grave of the 
founder of German opera. There is also cita- 
tion of the neglect of Beethoven and the 
struggles of Schubert. There seems a momen- 
tary forgetfulness of the fact that these men 
of genius had a lesson to teach 
and that if they had not taught it and lived 
today instead they would receive the identical 
rebuffs they suffered then for havmg original 
ideas. There is a distance between instruct- 
ing the world and amusing it, the distance be- 
tween the head and the heels. Strauss has 
been modest. He was most frequently satis- 
fied with the latter. With a further modesty, 
and one quite foreign to most successful men, 
he attributed his fame to  inherit- 
ance, There are sons of other great 
men who have accomplished nothing 
who are not so modest in the matter of self- 
appreciation. Aside from these admirable 
traits, Strauss has broughta degree of pure, 
unadulterated pleasure into the world that 
finds small compensation in the jubilee accord- 
ed him after half a century of service. There 
is an attendant sentiment connected with it 
all. It is not unlike the attachment sus- 
tained for an actor, who, seen in childhood 
and under certain happy conditions, is 
grown old in years and memory together. 
holding his place as much through remem- 
brance as merit. It must be acknowledged, 
however, that in the instance of Strauss of 
this latter trait there can be no question. 
When Strauss dies the waltz dies. Perhaps, 
to be entirely frank, the composer has al- 
ready outlived it. There may come another 
dance form that will supersede the waltz, 
and there may come a Strauss to support. 
Meanwhile it seems rather pessimistic to mar 
the day of triumph witha wail of retrospection, 
evenasmallone, There is a more serious 
phase of musical work in apparently hopeless 
decadence, now at least, which Strauss served 
to illuminate—the comic opera. Not that 
which affects the name today, but a genuine 
music wedded to a genuine libretto, in which 
people who can neither s nor act, 
whose musical and histrionic abilities may be 
classed with those of the trick mule, have no 

lace. The Merry War,“ The Queen's 
ce Handkerchief,” The Gypsy Baron,“ 
there is nothing to approach them in the 
work of today.

Old Seth Hawks Was So Mean a Georgia 
Jary Hang Him for Manslaughter. 

**I was once detained for two weeks in a 
small town in Middle Georgia.“ said a well- 
known Chicago drummer, and while there 
witnessed an extraordinary trial. Old Seth 
Hawks, a character of the village, was one of 
the most ornery cusses that lived. Nobody 
ever saw him work, and it was more than sus-

other people’s fields while they slept. Still, 
he was too foxy to get caught. Most of his 
time was spent in saloons, and he had a 
knack for getting drinks without paying for 
m. He was a tall, lanky fellow, without a 
particle of spirit, as his neighbors supposed, 
for he was indifferent to kicks, and noth 


whisky. 

„Old Seth had a daughter, and a very hand- 
some girl she was; but she was densely igno- 
rant and fully as lazy and good for nothing as 
her father. ill Stukes, a young man of the 
same stripe as Hawks, ran away with the girl 
and neglected to marry her, Seth insisted 
that he repair this omission, and upon the 
positive refusaiof Bill to do so borrowed a 
shotgun and killed him outright. 

This tragedy took place before I reached 
the town; but, as I have said, 1 attended the 
trial. Seth had no money to pay an attorney, 
and was so dratted worthless that no member 
of the bar felt like defending him for nothing. 
When the case was called the Judge assigned 
him counsel in the person of a bright young 
lawyer who did not deem it recessary to make 
much of a defense, as it is an unwritten law 
down that way that the nearest of male kin 
shall kill the violator of family honor. The 
Public Prosecutor made the tamest sort of a 
fight, because from time immemorial juries 
had acquitted offenders of this class. Every 
one looked for the prompt and honorable dis- 
charge of the prisoner, who thoughout the 
trial, which lasted buta few hours, chatted 
merrily with his counsel. The Judge's charge 
was brief, but the most extraordinary one I 
ever heard. He said: 

„The prisoner at the bar only followed a 
well-established precedent, but I fail to find 
an inetance where so worthless a rascal as he 

resumed to take the law in his own hands. 
While by no means denying the right of a 
father to vindicate the honor of his family, 
even to the taking of human life, I think it 
would be establishing a dangerous precedent 
to extend the duty and privilege to men like 
the prisoner. The dead wretch richly merited 
his fate, and had Hawks used a gun that slot 
aft as well as fore bis memory might have 
been kept green by his fellow-citizens. As it 
is, gentlemen of the jury, it is clearly your 
duty to bring the prisoner in guilty of mur- 
der in the first degree.’

THRILLING LIFE OF AN AOROBAT. 


William Sanlen Tells of the Lights and 
Shadows of Such a Career. 

William Hanlon of the firm of Hanlon 
Bros., producers of stage spectacles and pan- 
tomimes, has had a remarkable career. The 
Hanlons did not come to America until the 
year 188 N but before that time they traveled 
continually in all sections of the earth. Will- 
iam Hanlon, the only remaining member of 
an acrobatic family, has given up gymnastic 
feats for good and is now devoting his entire 
time to the production of his puntomime, 
** Superba.”’ 

It is a question. and-a great question 
whether the success that might be gained by 
a professional acrobat is worth the years of 
constant training, the hardships and the ter- 
rible dangers of following guch a vocation,” 
said this famous gymnast at the Haymarket 
Theater. I would not advise a young man 
to undertake to become a professional acrobat 
for those reasons. I remember I got my first 
fall at Malta through the carelessness of a 
Mr. Lees, to whom I had been spprenticed. 
The drop was only about twenty feet, but I 
lost my senses the moment I began to fall. 
In subsequent falis I was conscious until the 
‘thud ’ came, and in my first great fall. strange 
as it may seem. I had time during the drop 
of thirty-five feet to think of all the terrible 
accidents I had ever seen in my life and of 
many other things as well. This last hap- 
pened in Manchester, England, and the resuit 
was a badly broken arm, which the English 
doctors failed to properly mend. I was laid 
up for a year, during which time we croseed 
the Atlantic, and Dr. James K. Wood, a then 
famous New York surgeon, fixed me up in 
good shape, a job which caused a great deal 
of talk at the time among the medical profes- 
sion throughout this and the old country. 

1 had another terrible fall in Havana, 
Cuba. In Rid de Janerio, Brazil, I got an- 
other bad tumble; in fact ali of my brothers 
as wellas myself had at least twenty bad 
fails during our acrobatic career, but the 
worst happened to poor Thomas. It was at 
Pike’s Opera-House, Cincinnati. In a!l our 
career we had never used nets, as they ao 
now a.daye, and you can easily imagine what 
a tumble to a hard stage floor meant to any 
of us. In making the flying leap from one 
trapeze to another Thomas lost his hold and 
fell into the footlights, bounding from there 
into the orchestra, and smashing the bass 
violin. His head struck two gas jets, break- 
ing them off, and it wae a long time before he 
seemed on the road to recovery. 

Strange enough, just one year from that 
time we were again playing in Cincinnati and 
one night Thomas was missing. He was 
found afew days after wandering in a de- 
mented condition in Harrisburg, Pa., and 
died there. It was afterwards found that a 
fragment of the skull, which was fractured by 
the fall, had penetrated the brain. 

Still, there are bright sides to the life of 
the professional acrobat. If he is superior in 
his line his triumphs are absolute and pleasing. 
He is received weil wherever he goes, and he 
is given opportunities to see things that many 
wealthy ao are even unable to observe, 
as was the cal e with us. We saw and met 
many members of royalty, including Eugénie, 
Empress of the French; the Duchess of 
Theba of Spain, the Duke and Duch- 
ess ot 5 and the Queen of Spain, 
of a 


the royal people we met 
the Rajan of Burdnan was the most 
magnificent. His throne, which I was al- 


lowed to see also, was the costliest on earth. 
It was wide enough for two very large ren 
to sit on ard built of solid gold. o seat was 
upholstered in the finest down and satin, and 
the arms terminated in two knobs, each half 
the size of a man’s head, thickly incrusted 
with rubies as large as a pigeon’s egg, and 
other rare jewels. A silken canopy was sur- 
mounted by a dove, which was ablaze with 
first-water diamonds of great size, 
This throne was worth a King’s ransom, 
but everything in the Ra jah's court was on a 
similar scale of magnificence. The Brahmin 
priests had a remarkable influence over the 
Prince, and were constantly concocting plans 
to rob him and enrich themselves. One was to 
induce him to build a golden cow, life size,

From his own account, and from contem- 
a . ago eer and corroborative local history, 
ae . McAllister’s father, as well as his grand- 
. | father, was a man of good ability and high 
character. The elder McAllister, as has been 
told above, owned most of the business por- 
tion of Savannah at one time, and hie fine 
family residence there stood on the site now 
occupied by the Pulaski Hotel. His father 
was the Mayor of Savannah several terms, and 
stood at the head of the Georgia bar. Ward 
seems to have early developed special and 
unique characteristics. His oldest brother 
uated at West Point, served in the Mex- 
can War, and died comparatively young. 
His second brother, the late Judge Hall Me- 
Allister, went to California in the 408 as a 
oung man, early achieved both fame and 
ortune, and has left behind him a distin- 
ished name and reputation. Another 
rother is an Episcopalian clergyman of char- 
acter and ability in Elizabeth, N. J. Ward 
ingenuously tells of a Fourth of July celebra- 
tion held in the little village of Springfield, 
Ga., where his father nad a country piace, 
and where, debatmg with his brother Hall, 
who chose as his text Hercules the Invinci- 
ble,” he selected as his subject Venus the 
rious, and he naively says: I let am- 
bition go, and through life and at the presont 
1 moment swear by my goddess Venus.’ ; 
a One can imagine how a man of such mind 
3 as Hall McAllister, even at this early age. 
* must have looked with amusement upon his 
225 „Venus-worshiping younger brother. It is 
| r that the family was not overconfi- 
a ent of young Ward’s success in life, for they 
1 sent him when in the 20s to New York, 
1 where he took up his residence with a maiden 
. aunt, from whom he admits he had expecta- 
* tions, but who soon afterward died, leaving 
all her money to charity. Related as he was 
to tome of the most 1 families in 
the South, and generally sup to be the 
~ heir of his wealthy aunt, for New York socie- 
ty in those days was a money-worshiping one 
3 as now, the young Georgian was received and 
8 welcomed by the leaders of that day. He re- 
calls in his book some of the old-time balis 
which he attended, and his descriptions of 
; them are interesting side lights on the society 
of the time. . 

Returning to Savannah, he was admitted to 
the bar there; and in 1850 went to San Fran- 
cisco via the isthmus with his father, where 
he seems to have two years of hard 
work and much enjoyment, the salient feature 
of which sojourn, however, appears to have 

na particular dinner which he gave, of 
great magnificence, and whose detuils and 
cost he describes in his book with great gusto. 

Returning to New York in 1852, he married 
the wealthy Miss Gibbons, a niece of the late 
Thomas Gibbons of Savannah and Madison, 
N. J., and herself descended from some of

7 tively large one, but now considered a 
modest one, with a small inheritance 
of his own, hus enabled Mr. McAllister to 

a life of comparative euse, and this ac 
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career, his marriage, developed in him those 
characteristics which had been so evident be- 
fore, but which needed the favo atmos- 
Pp of a life of ease to nurture and bring to 
fruition. Then began that life which seems 
to have fostered not only some unique quali- 


ties, but those less unique, of a vanity 
and snobbishness which have been 

are evident to all observers of 
the man. Read the unconscious er- 


emplification of this in his des:ription of 
his visit to Europe in ‘Society as I Have 
Found It.” He is pleased at being allowed to 
visit the Queen’s kitchen at Windsor Castle 
and “‘inspect the . tor the royal 
lady’s dinner.“ He sees Prince Albert and 
the Prince of Wales shooting pheasants in 
Winde er Park, and “ verily believes he ate 
some of those same pheasants at the village 
inn that evening.“ He waiks in the woods 
near Baden-Baden, where he meets every 
morning the then Crown Prince of Prussia, 
afterward the late Emperor Frederick, und 
“bows respectfully to him.“ He does not 
give an estimate of the man. or make more 
than a passing allusion to hie appearance, but 
he notes carefully the fact that he (McAllis- 
ter) “bows respectfully to him every day,“ 
which is not a 6 thing for a gen tie- 
man to do. 

Later on he takes up his permanent resi- 
dence at Newport. Here he introduces the 
— of subscription picnics, more vulgarly 

nown as “Dutch treats,“ and here, even 
then, his unconscious ambiton in life is, as 
he himself admits, reflected upon by a 
**charming lady,“ who, in asking him to get 
up a picnic, says: Any one can give dinners; 
we want picnics.” Venus is again victori- 
ous, and picnics she bas. Years passed at 
Newport in summer and in New York and the 
West Indies in winter marked only by one 
dinner-giving—for even at the little town of 
Nassau in Bahamas McAllister devoted 
the energy of a winter to a dinner in honor of 
the Governor—brougit their changes to and 
in New York society, and at last the hour 
found tha man and the man the hour, and in 
the formation of the series of dances known 
as The Patriarchs’.” in 1872, Mr. McAllis- 
ter became for the first time a distinctive 
character in New York society. 

Up to this time there had been but really 
one set that composed New York society. 
There was not the same rigid care exercised 
in drawing exclusive lines, for great fortunes 
were comparatively rare, and the social world 
was composed for the most part of those old 
families of wealth and ition which had 
ruled it for a century. 
a pressure from the outside which was felt in 
a more marked degree every winter. People 
from the West who had made fortunes came 
to New York to reside; others whose fathers 
had died and left them fortunes here were 
coming into notice, and all were knocking 
loudly for admission at society’s door. 

The leisure class which Henry James so 
well expressed in An International Episode“ 
as not existmg in America had not then 
arrived, and most of the so-cailed leaders 
were busy men and women. By an uncon- 
scious and general agreement it was felt that 
some steps must be taken to band society to- 


gether. was no one to take the lead in 
this, however, when, presto! Mr. Ward Mo- 
Allister 6 orth, known to have position, 


acquaintance, a competence which gave him 
leisure, and quite unconsciously the task 
of banding Ne York society to- 
gether wus put into his hands. In 
other words, what „us every- 
body’s business was nobody’s business,“ 
and Mr. McAllister, with his tastes 
and his leisure, took up what 
nobody else had the inclination or the 
time to assume, and what no one and not even 
he himself had any idea would develop into 
a position which would in time bring him 
reputation and notoriety, and lead also in 
time, as is the history of all movements of the 
time, social, political,. or religious, to a re- 
volt against the very man who first crystal- 
lized it. 

The Patriarch balls were then formed. A 
list of twenty-five names was carefully made 
out by McAllister and a few gentlemen—prob- 
ably made out by McAllister and submittea 
for approval—and the Four Hundred was 
formed. In and around these Patriarch balls 
for some years centered the social life of the 
metropolis, The position of a Patriarch bore 
‘with it the hall mark of unquestioned and 
unquestionable ee, respectability, and 
wellness. The list was soon increased from 
twenty-five to fifty. Each one of the fifty 
Patriarchs was supposed to be responsible for 
his guests, five of which he was allowed at 
each one of the three balls of the winter, and 
he was supposed to invite no one who would 
not be acceptable to all his fellows and their 
families, An allowance was made for a cer- 
tain number of invitations to distinguished 
guests or strangers in the city. | 

As may be imagined, however, in a certain 
sense McAllister was the Patriarchs and the 
Patriarchs were McAllister. Everything was 
left in his . He superintended the 
sending out of invitations, the ordering of the 
suppers, of the decorations, and of the wines. 
He kept a list of the guests, and he gave out 
what be chose to the newspapers. To his 
credit it must be said that he worked faith- 
fully at his trust and gave to the preparation 
and carrying out of these dunces an amount 
of time, of thought, and energy that many 
aman has not expended on enterprises 
of more pith and moment. For some 
eight or ten years the Patriarchs were 
the distinctive ball entertainments of New 
York society, and to be seen at them.“ as 
McAllister himself truly remarks, ‘‘a few 
times was sufficient to establish a map or 
woman’s position in society.”’ 

These balls were at first held in Delmonico’s 
old rooms at Fifth avenue and Fourteenth 
street and later on at the present rooms at 
Fifth avenue and Twenty-sixth street. The 
Patriarchs’ being the bali distinctively of the 
older element, so much so that they were 
sometimes called the dowager dauces, the 


younger people in society were taken 
ente of by the formation under the 
same auspices of what was known as 


the F. C. D. C.’s,”’ or Family Circle 
Dancing Class,“ in which participated the 
sons aud daughters of the Putriarchs with 
their friends. ‘here was no list of patrons or

cAllister reigned supreme. He it was who 
prepared and revised the lists, and it was he 
who sent out the invitations. It was during 
this period, from 1872 to about 1885, that 
Mr. McAllister enjoyed his halcyon days, and 
it was during this time that the epithet was 
applied to him, and has ever since been cher- 
ished by him, of the “ autocrat of drawing 


rooms. pe 
But society grew larger all the time. More 


and more new fortunes came to New York, 
greater and greater became the pressure for 
admission to the charmed circle, and, as hap- 
pens inevitably, murmurs of discontent began 
to be heard both from the outside and inside 
against society’s leader, Those “ outside,” 
and who tried in most cases unsuccessfully to 
obtain admission, brought tremendous mone- 
tary pressure to bear on friends on the 
„ inside, and sometimes overcame Mr. 
McAllister’s rulings in this way. Then 
others on the inside objected to the ad- 
mission of these “ outsiders,” and a chorus 
of complaints began to arrive. The “outs” 
asserted that McAllister was too arbitrary and 
exclusive, and the ins that he was not ex- 
clusive enough and was entirely too tenient. 
All sorts of stories were circulated regarding 
it, and it was claimed that he made money 
out of both the Patriarchs and F. C. D. C. 
bails, and even out of his Newport picnics; 
that he was paid a commission on the brands 
of wines served tothe Patriarchs, was subsi- 
dized by De.monico, etc, 

Meanwhile the great American Republic 
went on its way, ignorant that a great man 
was coming into view. This was eariy seen 
and foreshadowed by a few writers on the 
daily press, which had then just begun to go 
into the business of society reporting; but

of the F. C. D. C., they are not 
the same balls as they were. women 
of New York society who are in sympathy 


with the revolt against the F. C. D. C. formed 
the Assembly balls much on the same lines 
as the Patriarchs, and which yie with the lat- 
ter in every way today. . 

Whether or not Mr. McAllister realised that 
his despotic sway could not be a permanent 
one, he made a long and — ficht against 
adverse conditions, and when he did yield, 
did so gracefully, so that his wife was made 
one of the patronesses of the assemblies and 
his children were invited to the cotillons. 

Meanwhile the craze for reporting society 
doings, firet started by Mr. iliiam Henry 
Hurlbert in the World, and at first looked at 
askance by society, had spread until almost 
every daily paper had its society column and 
almost every one who was at all a member of 
the gay world came in for a description, 
criticism, or discussion. 

Essays began to be written about New York 

iety, and finally a reporter of the New 

‘ork Tribune, sent to secure an interview 
with Mr. McAllister on the subject, jotted 
down and published, with probably ho idea 
of the result, the statement of Mr. McAllister 
that there were only about “four hundred 
people in New York society.” 

The interview was read,discussed, and smiled 
at, and well-nigh forgotten, when by vhance 
a fortnight later an editorial writer on an 
evening paper being short) of material hap- 
pened to glance again at the interview, struck 
the 400 statement, and exploited it in 
half a column In a week it was taken up all 
over the country; in a fortnight it was re- 
printed in Parisand London; in three weeks 
it crept inte topical songs, then all the rage 
at the local theaters, and McAllister became 
a public ¢haracter. And yet, 
abused, laughed at, and criticised ashe was 
for the statement, McAllister was, misrepre- 
seuted and misunderstood in making it. It was 
taken to mean that he had decided there 
should be only 400 people in society, whereas 
he simply stated it as a fact. and truthfully, 
that there were only about 400 people in New 
York who were sufficiently agreeable to each 
other and to themselves to form theset which, 
by common consent, was looked up to as the 
leading one. and whose actions, dress, man- 
ner of conversation, and fade were adopt- 
ed and copied all over the country. He did 
not state that he was responsible for this fact, 
or that he wished to be so, but that he had 
simply dealt with conditions us he found 
them. 

A year or more afterward, when his vanity 
had been flattered by the publicity that this 
careless but ‘truthful remark had given him, 
Mr. McAllister endeavored to improve upon 
it and give it fresh notoriety by giving an in- 
terview, in which he reduced the number of 
the leading set to 150 and put the remainder 
of the original 400 in various fringes.“ 
eto. This was so palpably a weak imitation 
of the first idea that it fell flat and has now 
been, comparatively speaking, forgotten. 

Since Mr. McAllister came into fame as in- 
ventor of the phrase, the 400,“ from which 
it was but a step to dubbing him the leader 
of the 400,” he has been constantly in the 
public eye, and, like ail people who once get 
into the newspapers, his constant desire seems 
to have been to keep himeeif in them. 

With the overdoing of society reporting, 
even Mollister's writings have ceased to in- 
terest those people about whom he writes. 
He has ceased to be an important person 0 
the eyes of the fashionable world, who have 
looked upon his being willing to write for pay 
as rather derogatory, and especially his being 
2 to write for pay about themselves and 
their doings asin a certain sense disloyal to 
them. He is seen less and less at entertain- 
ments, but old friendship and acquaintances 
are very tenacious. and he still wields a cer- 
tain amount of inflaence, more with the oider 
than the younger element in society. 

His dinners are probably the best given in 
any American household. He gives them 
more rarely all the time, but they are perfec- 
tion in every detail of material, service, and 
appointment. The remark of the old Savan- 
nahian made to him in early life is true to- 
day: He can give dinners.”’ 

With these infrequent dinners, with his ail. 
ments for the last two or three years, for he 
has pot been in good health, and with his 
writing, Mr. McAllister is now chiefly occu- 
pied. His style has improved, and he now 
writes quite frequently a graceful and some. 
times a thoughtful article, oniy marred, as 
they are ever and aguin, by some foolishly 
vain expression or some petty personal remi- 
niscence. 

Now as to the man in 
his family relations. Mr. McAllister is about 
six feet tall, well built, but not overstout, 
with hair just turning gray. He wears an im- 
perial, which gives hima rather fierce and 
martial appearance, but his expression is not 
unkindly. He talks very hurriedly and in a 
very nervous manner, which same nervous- 
ness is apparent in his walk, one of his 
marked characteristics, and which has been 
well described asa sort of springy lope. He has 
marked mannerisms of speech and bewilders 
his auditor by adding to every sentence, Don't 
you see?! Don't you understand?” and 
without waiting for an answer hurries on. A 
reporter some years ago, to whom he gave an 
interview on a very confidential matter, with 
a distinct understanding that his name was 
not to appear in it, and that he was to be pro- 
tected at all hazards, wishing to carry out 
faithfully his instructions and to protect Mo- 
Allister, wrote the interview literally as it was 
given, putting to each sentence the don't 
you see, dou t you understand, with the 
natural laughable result the next day that 
every one who knew him, and particularly 
those whom he didn’t wish to know that he 
was the author of the article, were made 
aware of it at once, 

Strange to say, Mr. McAllister, although 
one of his dictums is, If you see a man with 
a shabby coat cross the street and avoid meet- 

him,“ is not himself a well-dressed man. 
It must betruthfully admitted that the silk 
hat he generally wears summer and winter is 
apt to be tubbed the wrong way, his trousers 
are wont to bag at the knees, and his coat 
sometimes looks as if it needed brushing. 
With all this, in appearance, gait, and figure 
he isa man who would attract attention al- 
most anywhere, and as he walks along Belle- 
vue avenue at Newport in summer or up and 
down Fifth avenue in winter the passers-by 
often turn to look, whether they know him or 
not. His manner is rather an aggressive one, 
but when in society in general and to ladies 
always courtly. 

He is a well-read man and well posted-on 
all matters of art and literature, but his hobby 
always has been, is, and probably will always 
be the table and wines. He has become quite 
an expert in wines and is at present trying to 
make Americans drink champagne more in- 
telligenti than he says they have been in the 
habit of doing and adopt the English custom 
of selecting from certain cuvees or cellars of 
certain years. His ideas of etiquette are gen- 
erally good, and here is his description of a 
gentieman, which is certainly a good one, and 
which sets up the standard from which he, 
even by his own published utterances, rather 
paradoxically at times, a little departs: 

“A gentieman is a person free from arro- 
gance and anything like self-agsertion, consid- 
erate of the feelings of others, and so satisfied 
and secure in his own position that he is al- 
ways unpretentious, feeling he could not do 
an ungentlemanly act; as courteous and kind 
in his manners to his inferiors as to his 
equals.” 

Mr. McAllister’s family consists of his wife, 
who, as said above, was a Miss Gibbons; a 
daugbter, Miss Louise McAllister, and two 
sons, Mr. Ward and Mr. Hayward McAllister.

In the National Museum at Washington are 
two stamps that are of particular interest and 
value to every student of American history. 
They are specimens of the stamps that were 
issued by the English Government under the 
stamp act that led to the revolt of the Amer! 
can colonies. 

It was intended that the revenue to be 
raised by the stamp act ehould come from the 
sale of stamped paper and stamps which were 
required to be placed upon all papers used in 
commercial transactions, suits at law, publica- 
tions, transfers of real estate, inherit- 

marriage licenses. Thus a 

placed upon the colonies 
without their sonata, and the money derived 
from this tax wasto he used for the support 
of a standing army, which in turn was ex- 
pected to enforce payment of the tax. 
Apparently no Englishman dreamed of any 
resistance to the act, and it is said that 
Grenville, the Minister under whom the act

The Columbian issue of stamps brought out 
some novel suggestions for stamp desigus. 
An idea that has been favorably received is to 
make the design on one of the United S'ates 
stamps most in use to represent the Star 
Spangled banrer—that is, to say, that the 
stamps should be the flag in miniature of the 
shape but somewhat less in size than the Colum- 
bian stamp. It is argued that no better means 
could be adopted to bring the flag before the 
entire people of the country and at the same 
time to give the Nation a permanent design, 
the most beautiful one that can be devised. 
It was the intention to have the stamp in the 
national colors with the words “U.S. Post- 
age, Two Cents engraved upon it so as not 
to disfigure the flag, the flag to be perfectly 

lain, without fold or curl. For the enve- 
opes the shield in colors is suggested and a 
handsomer stamped envelope than that would 
be could searcely be devised by an artist. 
Some have argued that the one-cent stamp 
would be the better to carry the flag anh some 
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have said it should be on ovr five.cent stamps, 
o that the Stars and Stripes might float in 
every land under the sun. An appropriate 
stamp for foreign use would be a brown 
stamp with an oval in the center bearing the 
flag. This would be more artistic than the 
plain flags and would not be less impressive 
to the fureigner. As to the difference in cost 
between the stamp in two colors and as we 
now have it, that would be worth while com- 
menting upon. 

In commenting upon this idea one author. 
ity has said: Such a stamp would mean 
something nationally and international'y. It

It is related of one woman that she 
applied to the policeman on duty to assist her 
to climb the railings so as to be able to get a 
clear jump-off, she fearing that in endeav- 
oring to get such a coigne of 
vantage without aid she might slip 
and fail, perhaps in not so graceful a manner 
as she might wish. | 

The most extraordinary unsuccessful attempt 
at suicide of which the world has ever heard 
was the case of Esther Harris, who was seen 
by dozens of people to deliberately jump from 
off this bridge. The horrified spectators rushed 
en masse to gather up the remains, but on ar- 
riving at the scene of the catastrophe, what 
was their astonishment to find Esther envel- 
oped in mud and a vacant stare, but otherwise 
none the worse for wear. The tide happened 
to have been very low, and this young lady 
missing the rocks and her petticoats acting as 
a kind of parachute, she descended steadily. 
if not gracefully, eventually bringing up 
in a thick bed of mud. She was taken to the 
hospital, where she was examined, but, apart 
from a shock to ner nerves, she had not re- 
ceived the slightest injury. Of course this 
created quite a stir throughout Engiand, an 
within forty-eight hours the heroine of this 
adventure had offers of marriage from twen- 
ty-three different sources and offers of en- 
gagements from thirty different museum pro- 
prietors.

tion. The large assembly hall will be used 
for the first time Saturday, Oct. 27. 

In its short life the institution has had a 
brilliant career. The building in which it 
had its inception was originally erected for 
political purposes during the last Presidential 
campaign. After serving these uses the wig- 
wam, as it was called, wassaved from destruc. 
tion by Bishop Samuel Fallows, D. D., LL. D., 
who interested public-spirited men in its 
preservation for the beneficent objects of 
education, entertainment, and philanthropy. 

Although the People’s Institute was pro- 
jected merely asan experiment its results 
have been highly gratifymg. It is non- 
partisan and non-sectarian and its friends 
and supporters represent all varieties of polit- 
ical and ecclesiastical faith. 

At the completion of the new building the 
management of the institute will be enabled 
to enlarge the scope of its usefulness. The 
edifice.will be the Auditorium of the Weet 
Side, a convention hall for religious, educa- 
tional, and civic purposes, The first floor 
contains an immense audience room and sev- 
eral stores. This audience room is capable 
of holding 3,000. It will seat 300 more than 
Central Music Hall and is second in size only 
to the Auditorium. The second floor contains 
a spacious gallery and suites of rooms for the 
different classes in the educational depart- 
ment. The third floor contains large frater- 
| nity and lodge halls and social 

and reading rooms. The basement 
will in time be equipped for departments of 
domestic science and physical culture and for 
general club purposes. As the character of 
the work of the iy. erty Institute is mainly 
educational the new building is so construct- 
edasto afford ample facilitiesin class and 
lecture rooms, laboratory and gymnasium. 
It is designed to make this the great center of 
oy University Extension system for the West 

ide. 

In the new building a department ot com- 
mercial education will be opened with even- 
ing classes. 

The institute is entitled to grant an aca- 
demic degree at the satisfactory conclusion of 
a course. It is chartered with full collegiate 
powers. As it is for people who could not 
otherwise avail themselves of a collegiate 
education it does not interfere with regular 
schools and colleges. 

The institute is o

cago. Institute membership requires no 
tests. The institute is far broader than other 
organizations that strive for like objects.
